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IS THIS THE IDEAL CARRY-SIZED .380?

I n the world of carry and concealment, compromise 
is the name of the game. You want high capacity and 
velocity? Good luck concealing that 20+1 longslide 
autoloader without a Hawaiian shirt. You want the 
utmost in concealment? A ,22 LR derringer in an ankle 
holster is neither handy nor potent. 

Enter the Compromises. 

Many armed citizens have found that the happiest 
medium lies in a single- or double-stack autoloader. 
The top caliber choices are — arguably, of course — 
9mm Luger. .45 AC'P and .380 ACP. Because of this 
ever- ripening and expanding market, there are hosts of 
guns that till this niche, and many do it quite well. Rock 
Island Armory currently has a host of guns that fit this 
bill, namely 9mm and .45 ACP 1911s. but they've not 
jumped into the .380 ACP arena until very recently 
with their latest offering, the M19I 1 A380, more com- 
monly known as the Baby Rock. 

Rock Island Armory has been selling guns in the 
United Slates for 30 years. In that time, the compa- 
ny's focus has been on crafting and delivering quality 
firearms at reasonable prices. While the company has 


plenty of experience with the design, they diverged a bit 
in function but retained the form in the Baby Rock, As 
the name implies, the Baby Rock is a scaled down 1911 in 
looks, but operationally it s a tad different. 

Impressions 

I first encountered this diminutive pistol this past sum- 
mer at a media event where Armscor (Rock Island) was 
exhibiting. Besides their .22 TCM guns, .22 TCM con- 
version kits and full-sized 191 Is, the Baby Rock caught 

the attention of manv writers and editors. Most of the 

* 

pint-sized 191 Is oil the market have abbreviated features 
that make them look like a hacked-down full-size 191 I. 
whereas the Baby Rock looks like it was put into Wayne 
Szalinski’s (Rick Moranis) shrinking machine from the 
movie “Honey, 1 Shrunk The Kids.” Creating a slightly- 
larger-l h a n-pocket-sized 191 1 took some creativity and a 
few liberties with the functioning of the pistol. But here's 
a spoiler: it runs like a top. 

First, some specs. The Baby Rock is 6.62 inches long, 
roughly the length of some full-size custom 1911s barrels. 
For comparison, a full-sized Dan Wesson Silveiback in

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is necessary; most everyone ought to be able to get a full 
and proper strong-hand grip on this gun. The barrel is 
3%-tnehes long. When I grip a full-size 1911 naturally, 
the gun instinctively points dead on where Tin aiming, 
whereas the Baby Rock wants to point a little low. This is 
because it has a slightly steeper grip angler than that of a 
traditional 1911. That said, shooting it is a pleasure. 

This gun is intended as a carry piece, and its design re- 
iterates that fact. The grip heel is slightly bobbed to print 
less under a shirt. The mainspring housing is vertically 
serrated. The dovetailed windage-adjustable rear sight 
is what Rock Island calls a snag-free number, and it s a 
plain squared U notch with serrations to reduce glare, 
its no more snag-free than a tiny Novak-sly le sight can 
be, though. The front post is a plain black post and is 
dovetailed in place. The sights are the weakest point of 
this gun, a trait shared with many pocket-sized handguns. 
Gaining a proper sight picture can be difficult given how 
shallow the rear sight's notch is. Either a white dot or

I Omm is nearly 8% inches lone. Granted, the Silver back is 
a big, heavy gun. And it needs to be to soak up the recoil 
that 200-plus grain I Omni loads dish out. But I mention 
the Silverback to compare a jumbo 191 1 to the Baby Rock. 
The Baby Rock is 4.62 inches tall, and the Silverback is 
just shy of 5 3 /i inches. The Baby Rock is widest at its grip 


panels, and that measurement registers in right at 1-inch. 
The slide is 3/4 of an inch across. The grips are tacky plas- 
tic and quite round as far as 1911 grips go, making it easy 
to grab, even with big hands like mine. The recoil impulse 
from even the hottest .380 loads (oxymoron?) is pussycat 
soft. The grip length is such that no silly two-finger hold

ideally a night sight up front would help immensely. The 
grip safety is small but depresses very easily and keeps the 
skeletonized hammer away from the web of your hand 
nicely. The thumb safety is difficult to work without alter- 
ing your grip on the gun, but after all it is a tiny 191 1. It 
hits between the joints on my thumb with a proper grip. 
It's somewhat hard to activate, but it bumps to "lire" with 
ease, even using the skinny part of your thumb, The slide 


release, however, is very easily manipulated by hands of 
all sizes. The magazine release is also eminently usable. 
However; for the first 100 or so rounds the magazines 
didn't drop free and had to be pried out, but as the gun 
"‘broke in" they ejected nicely. Rock Island states in the 


included literature that there is a 500 round break-in pe- 
riod due to light tolerances, and while il is fairly tight, 
it’s no Les Baer, The extractor is an external number and 
proved 100% reliable in test firing. The front of the slide 
sports deep, aggressive cocking serrations that make press 
checks easy, if you should choose to check the gun's sta- 
tus that way. The trigger has a two holes drilled in it, al- 
most like a skeletonized job, and is vertically serrated on 
the front face. Finally the company's logo is etched into 
the very rear of the slide. As is standard anymore, the 
ejection port is lowered and flared. 

The gun is constructed of 4140 ordnance steel and 
sports a handsome Parkerized finish on both the frame 
and the slide.

the pressure and recoil the 
.45 ACP produces. Many 
,380s and small-caliber 
guns enjoy the simpler 
straight blowback design 
because of the cartridge's 
lower power level. Al- 
though some still refuse 
to believe it. today’s defensive .380 rounds are competent 
man-stoppers, especially when aimed accurately and sent 
through a 3%-iuch barrel. Due to the Baby Rock's blow- 
back design, shooters with weaker hands might find the 
slide a bit tough to retract. It's not hard by any stretch 
and it's very smooth, but it's not as easy as a regular 191 1 . 

A short guide rod is enveloped by a single recoil 
spring, and the barrel interlaces with the frame via a 
single large, non-moving lug. It's just wedged against the 
frame. However, the barrel does sport a nicely polished

feed ramp that mates nicely with the polished ramp on 
the gun's frame. A fixed ejector hammers empties and 
sends them out of the way. The barrel bushing and recoil 
spring plug look right at home oil a 1911, they’re just 
small. Only the top half of the barrel is polished and is 
stamped “CAL ,380." The barrel is a six-groove, and has 
a 1 -in- 1 6 twist. 

To disassemble the Baby Rock, just follow standard 
1911 protocols. No barrel bushing wrench is necessary. 

Range Report 

Speaking of firing the gun, in testing 1 put more than 
200 rounds through it, mostly Armscor's own 95-grain 
FMJ load, which proved disappointingly inaccurate. 
However, the ambient temperature when I did my test fir- 
ing was sub-freezing, and feeling the lips of my fingers 
was difficult. But when I ran 95-grain Gold Dots through 
it. I realized this little gun could shoot. The best 5-shout 
group I posted from 15 yards on this chilly day was less 
than l 'A inches. Again, 1 never experienced a malfunction 
of any sort. 

The trigger lias a little bit of takeup before it breaks 
fairly cleanly right at a touch heavier than 6 pounds, 
which is a little on the heavy side for a single-action 
straight-pull 1911 trigger. 


It pointed somewhat naturally but again was a touch 
low when pointed instinctively. Gripping the small frame 
tends to leave the trigger closer to the index finger's first 
joint than second, but a small adjustment places the sec- 
ond joint right on the trigger's face. Pulling the trigger 
with the pad of your index finger is awkward and not 
easily accomplished; you almost have to curl your finger 
back toward you to get it on there. Just get a comfortable 
grip and get used to where the trigger hits your finger; 
the Baby Rock isn’t like a lot of small double-action guns 
where the trigger breaks near the frame. 

Now. the biggest question of all: is it a good carry 
gun? We!!, it's got a lot going for it. and just a tew r strikes 
against. One of the cons is its weight. It’s kind of heavy 
for its chambering and size, but this makes managing re- 
coil a breeze. The sights are marginal at best, but there 
again, no one is going to mug you from 25 yards. On the 
upswing, the long-ish barrel means you'll be getting the 
most out from the .380 AC'P round. It also enjoys high- 
than-normal capacity for small ,380s. It s quite thin and 
concealable and would disappear under even a T-shirt. 
Then there’s the retail price. The Baby Rock is listed at 
$430 on Rock Island's website, which means you'll be able 
to find it for less than $400 all day, and maybe even close 
to $350 some places. This puts it squarely in contention

A s someone who started seriously shooting while 
in college, I learned to make every cent count. Al- 
though ammo was substantially cheaper back then, 
budgeting for a quality pistol proved challenging, This is 
especially true for someone paying student loans, hous- 
ing, books and food, while only working part time. As 
such, higher end firearms from companies like SIG Sauer 
may as well have been priced stratosphericaliy like Korth 
revolvers — whether $1,000 or $5,000, both were equally 
unobtainable on my budget. 

Th is fed me on countless adventures trying out vari- 
ous oddball military surplus and foreign import guns in 


the pursuit of a perfect budget handgun; one that met 
every requirement for both a competition and defensive 
sidearm. While many of the pistols I tried out met some 
of these requirements, none fulfilled all. One that thor- 
oughly impressed me though, was the Yugoslavian M57 
pistol. 

With clear influences from the Soviet TT-33 Tokarev 
sidearm of the Second World War. the 7.62x25mm Za- 
stava M57 feels nearly indestructible. While eminently 
reliable, the first of these pistols to arrive were only avail- 
able in 7,62x25mm. It was a great round for plinking back 
when surplus ammo was 1/5 the price of steel-cased 9mm. 


but import restrictions made 7.62x25t nm much less eco- 
nomical later on. 

However, ammo cost wasn’t the only disqualifying as- 
pect of the pistol, fhc miniscule sights, limited magazine 
capacity and limited availability of defensive ammo all 
contributed in proving the M57 ill suited for defensive or 
concealed carry use. This led me to sell the slim semi-auto 
in pursuit of a more practical choice. 

Evidently the Yugoslavian, and later Serbian military 
shared my sentiment, phasing out their antiquated stock 
of M57 handguns in favor of the more modern CZ99 
in 1989. Chambered in 9mm Parabellum, the CZ99 is a 
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With an aluminum frame and a steep slide, the C2999 is a serious gun built for serious use.

short-recoil operated, locked breech semi automatic pis- 
tol manufactured by Crvemi Zastava, 

The CZ99’s slide is milled from a block of steel, while 
the frame is made of aluminum. The grip panels are mold- 
ed from black polymer. They feature clean checkering, and 
arc held to the frame with two pairs of grip screws. 

Behind them, the backstrap has unilateral cuts run- 
ning vertically along it. These provide a little extra grip 
in an attractive, unobtrusive way Above it, the tang is 
beavertailed to both prevent slide and hammer bite and 
promote a higher, more effective shooting grip. 

Further back, the hammer is wide and serrated for 
manually lowering the hammer, despite the presence of 
a deeoeking lever. On the other end of the firearm, the 
enlarged trigger guard is squared oil with horizontal ser- 
rations for the shooter’s support hand index finger. 

This leads me to my first gripe about the gun; the dust 
cover. Not that it doesn't serve its role well, but it lacks a 


feature many shooters lake for granted on modern pis- 
tols: an accessory rail. While not a must, shooters looking 
to run a tactical light or laser will have to pay a gunsmith 
to install a rail first. Not a deal breaker, but something to 
keep in mind. 

On paper, the CZ99 sounds like a winner, and given the 
low cost and high build quality of the M57. I had hoped 
to see some of these CZ99 pistols arrive stateside. It took 
some years, but Zastava Arms finally brought them to the 
United States, albeit under a different name with a modi- 


fied design; the CZ999 Scorpion. 

Zastava altered a few key aspects of the original 
C'Z99 when producing the new' CZ999 to better appeal 
to American consumers. Where the previous model was 
only available in the NATO standard 9mm parabellum, 


the CZ999 or Three Nines as it's called in Serbia, comes 
in both 9mm, and ,40 S&W. 

Despite the '( Z portion of its name, the CZ999 Scor- 
pion is not related to the Ceski't zbrojovka Uhersky Broil 
of the Czech Republic. Alhaugh both companies manu- 
facture military small arms for their respective countries, 
both make a firearm bearing the desert-dwelling arachnid’s 
name. While the Three Nines bears a striking resemblance

to the SIG P226/22S series of handguns, it is actually 
based on the Walther P88. Given the limited production 


ZASTAVA PAP M85 .223 AK 


I n theory, the concept of an AK-style carbine chambered 
in .223 seems golden. Who wouldn’t want an ultra reli- 
able firearm chambered in a ubiquitous cartridge? Also, 
given the increasing scarcity of surplus 5.45x39mm 
ammunition and subsequently rising prices, the concept 
begins to look more and more attractive. 

The problem with an AK in that caliber is the avail- 
ability and cost of magazines. Whereas both the 5,45 
and 7.62x39mm versions of the AK have been, and 
continue to be fielded by dozens of countries, the .223 
version isn’t nearly as prolific. Worse yet, the magazine 
type isn't even standardized. Norinco magazines from the 
first batch of ,223 Rem AK sporters don't necessarily fit 
modern versions, and there are even variations in those. 

The logical solution to this conundrum is to employ a 
standard, common magazine. The only issue? The most 
common type is the STANAG, This is the same type of 
magazine used in NATO forces, as well as all Ml 6s and 
AR15 rifles, carbines and pistols chambered in 5,56/.223, 
So what? 

The geometry of the magazine well of an AR-15 is sub- 
stantially different than that of an AK carbine. Also, the 
folded steel receiver of an AK would be extremely difficult 
to redesign to incorporate an AR- 15-type magazine well. 


A milled AK-47 receiver would be simpler to modify, but also 
much heavier and more expensive than an AKM-type one. 
So when Century Arms started importing a new Serbian N- 
PAP pistol that was not only chambered in 5.56mm, but also 
used STANAG mags, 1 had to find out more. 

Enter the Zastava Arms PAP M85 NP. 

The M85 NP is a long-stroke, gas piston-driven, rotat- 
ing bolt semi-automatic pistol chambered in 5.56x45mm. 
It feeds from any STANAG AR-15 magazine, and includes 
two 30-round, Magpui PMAG30 30-round magazines in 
the box. The way the M875 achieves this is ingenious. 

Rather than modify the entire design or rebuild it on a 
special milled receiver, Zastava Arms instead attaches a 
polymer mag well extension under the receiver. It features 
prominent reinforcing ribs as well as an AR-15-sty!e push- 
button magazine release. While further from the shooting 
grip than on an actual AR-15, it is still easier and faster to 
actuate than the traditional AK release latch. 

This magazine extension is held in place by two 
simple, time-tested methods. On traditional AK-type 
firearms, the front of the trigger guard is integral to the 
magazine release latch assembly. The entire thing is 
held in place by six heavy rivets, providing a rock-solid 
mounting solution. 


The M85 NP removes the latch, but utilizes the same 
mounting rivets to secure the back of the magazine well 
extension inside the old magazine well on the bottom of 
the receiver. Meanwhile, the front of the magazine well 
extension lands in the gap between the barrel trunnion 
and the receiver wall. It appears that Zastava did all this 
by making minor modifications to existing N-PAP com- 
ponents, keeping costs down. 

Despite their affordable price points, this isn’t a recur- 
ring theme on Serbian or Yugoslavian AKs, which are 
known for their durability, This is because the walls of 
both Yugoslavian and Serbian firearms are 1 .5mm thick. 
Given, 1 .5mm of anything doesn’t sound robust, but tra- 
ditional AKM carbine receivers are only 1 mm thick. 

This has Lhree major effects on the PAR It's somewhat 
heavier than Russian-pattern firearms, enjoys increased 
durability and compatibility with many standard AKM 
accessories. Thankfully, import aftermarket support remains. 
Things like magazines, pistol grips and to an extent, scope 
mounts. Although the M85 uses AR-15 magazines and 
doesn't feature a scope rail, those don't apply.

One interesting note on the P88: it was Wall her s en- 
try into the XM9 pistol trials that saw the venerable Colt 
M 1 9 1 1 A 1 replaced with a Beretta M9 in U.S. military 
service. Walther’s entry was hurried and lacked a pro- 
prietary magazine, using a slightly modified Beretta mag 
instead. This is a design characteristic that is still present 
on the C. 7.999 derived from it.

Just as the Walther was 
heavily influenced by the 
trend of all-metal wonder 
nines of the time, the Serb 
CZ pistols share many of 
these common design ele- 
ments. Features like double, 
single action trigger mechanisms, 
exposed hammers, fixed steel sights and wide grips. The 
latter of which is to accommodate the wide, double stack 
magazines just coming into vogue around the time of its 
progenitor’s development. 

Like many of the early double stack magazine-fed 
9mm semi-auto pistols of the era, the CZ999 features 
very robust construction. The downside of this rugged- 
ness is the additional weight it adds, which makes the 
pistol painful to carry for extended periods. Additionally, 
since the CZ999 uses a hammer instead of a striker to 
impact the firing pin. the design has a relatively high bore 
axis, increasing felt recoil. 

On the 9mm versions this is inconsequential; the 
9mm cartridge doesn’t create enough recoil impulse to 
approach anything above what most would consider 
mild in a full-sized, all-metal handgun. Despite the gun’s 
32.75 oz, heft, recoil is quite snappy since the Scorpion

even one of my favorite classic handguns, the SIG P226.

»> many of the same accessories. This isn’t always a bad 
thing. Many of the aspects that set the PAP apart from 
similar Soviet designs are objectively upgrades. 

This isn’t limited to simple increased receiver thickness 
either. The pistol grip used on M85 isn’t AKM standard, 
but many shooters prefer its wider back strap, molded 


horizontal checkering and added groove for right-handed 
shooter’s thumbs. Even users with smaller hands find the 
grip more comfortable than standard ones, allowing them to 
more easily press the trigger correctly. 

Two additional upgrades include the beefed-up barrel 
trunnion, which both adds increased durability and Increased 

longevity, as well as the simple bolt hold 
open modification to the selector lever. 
This became a popular do-it-yourself 
mod for several Saiga shotguns and car- 
bines back in their heyday. Basically, a 
small notch is cut in the fire selector lever 
that captures the charging handle when 
flipped up. It's a simple thing to add at 
home, and a welcomed addition never- 
theless. 

One portion of the PAPs design that 
many AK enthusiasts aren’t thrilled 
with is the bolt and carrier group. Most 
military firearms utilize some sort of 
finish io prevent corrosion from either 
moisture or corrosive ammunition, but 
the PAP’s bolt and carrier are simply 
stainless steel.

STANAG magazines, greatly 
lowering the cost of ownership 


While this looks very attractive, it does an inferior job 
of resisting corrosion compared to common military 
firearm finishes like Parkerizing. It’s arguable this is a 
cause for concern for 7.62x39mm versions, because 
corrosive 7,62x39mm ammo still exists. Non-corrosive 
5.56x45mm ammunition makes the lack of a thick outer 
finish more academic and aesthetic than practical. 

One of the reasons the M85 lacks an optics rail is 
due to the type of rear sight it employs. Unlike AKMs 
that feature a leaf type adjustable rear sight notch, the 
PAP utilizes a simplified version. This simple flip sight 
features two different distance settings, one for 200 
meters, the other for 400. Both are designated with a 
white number “2” or ”4 !l accordingly. 

The shorter-range 200-meter setting also features a 
pair of white dots for faster sight picture acquisition. The 
rotating notches are protected by a pair of heavy-duty 
wings welded to the dust cover. In general, mounting 
anything to an AK dust cover is a recipe for disaster, it 
holds zero worse than the notorious Enfield No.5 Jungle 
Carbine. 

The Zastava M85 solves this dilemma by using a 
hinged dust cover, providing vastly increased stabil- 
ity and repeatability to anything mounted On the cover. 
Shooters familiar with the Russian AKs-74u, or “Krinkov” 
will immediately recognize this configuration. Though 
unlike true Russian Krinkov sights, the M85 lacks the 
red Cyrillic TT, designating the point-blank range battle 
setting. »>

aftermarket parts selection of a common, proven handgun 
including its magazines, would make (lie CZ incredibly 
attractive, Especially given its inexpensive retail price. 

Despite this, the CZ999 can't readily use any parts 
designed for the S1G P-series of handguns or the Walther 
PR8. History buffs and AK lovers could divine (he origin 
of the pistol from the previous sentence alone. 

Yugoslavia has such a rich history of influenced designs 
and parts incompatibility; one could imagine it was a de- 
sign requirement for any new Yugo/Serb military small 
arm. From the nation’s first post-war rifle, the M48 to 
the more recent M70/NPAP rifles, Yugoslavian firearms 


often share just enough in common with other designs to 
frustrate armorers and tinkerers alike. 

With the nation’s long-arm development, many of 
these differences can be forgiven. Many avtomat Kalash- 
nikova aficionados consider them improvements to the 
AKM’s design. However, the CZ999 doesn’t follow the 
same development cycle. 

The CZ999 is a domestically produced, proprietary 
(if highly derived) design heavily influenced by an un- 
common design, the Walther P88. As such, the amount 
of real world data on the gun is limited compared to 
pistols like the M9 or Glock 17, which benefit from 


millions of dollars of R&D and decades of combat 
experience. 

Presumably the handgun has gone through rigorous 
testing before being adopted by a major military, but to 
what extent is difficult to ascertain. The only thing shoot- 
ers can know for certain is that the CZ999 is less expensive 
to produce than the TT-33 inspired M57. 

Does this make the pistol ineffective, or a poor choice? 

Not necessarily. 

The problem with a company trying to sell a proprietary 
design like the CZ999 isn’t just the limited information on 
it, bill also how saturated the market currently is. With the

»> Even still, it seems the M85 is heavily influenced 
by the diminutive 74U Soviet lead-slinger. Not simply 
because of the shortened, hinged rear sight but also the 
conical flash hider. Sadly, unlike a true AKS-74U, the 
M85 lacks a folding stock and the unique rear trunnion 
required to mount one. 

However, shooters looking to either build a carbine 
or SBR from the M85 are in luck. The M92, the 
7.62x39mm version of the same pistol, has proven very 
popular, generating a thriving 922r compliance parts 
and accessories market This is especially good news 
for shooters who want to replace the flash hider with 
someshing else. Because, unlike AKM or AK-74 rifles, 
the M85 PAP uses it’s own proprietary tread pitch— 
M26x1.5 left hand. 

Like all Mil- Spec AKs, the front sight tower features 
a spring-loaded plunger that retains and prevents any 
muzzle device from walking itself off. This is a really 
simple, yet effective method and one that I wish more 
firearms and suppressors utilized. 

Behind this, the PAP ships with wooden handguards 
that distinguish themselves from AKM pattern ones with 
the addition of a third ventilation slot. Like all PAP fire- 
arms, these lack the high-gloss polyurethane or shellac 
finish found on older rifles. Instead, it features a light oil 
staining— one that feels thirsty for more oil. 


Shooters who want so- 
mething else have several 
options available. They can 

either stain and finish the included handguards, or purchase 
polymer or aluminum railed alternatives. The latter of which 
allows shooters to mount forward optics like reflex sights or 
long-eye-relief scout scopes. 

Either one will help the shooter squeeze some additional 
precision from the platform, which proved surprisingly ac- 
curate given its relatively short 10-inch barrel. Various grain 
bullets were tested ranging from 55-grain military FMJ to 
77-grain Hornady match ammo, with promising results. 

The M85 predictably showed a distinct preference for 
military 55- and 62-grain ammo over heavier match-grade 
varieties, When fired from a bench rest with iron sights at 
50 yards, the PAP achieved sub four-inch groups with Fed- 
eral M193 rounds. I believe this group could be shrunk fur- 
ther with the addition of a magnified optic, since the short 
sight radius of the PAP makes precision work difficult. 

In a vastly less scientific test, several shooters took 
turns firing the PAP from three different stances. They 
tried holding the large handgun like a revolver, adopting a 
Weaver stance, from the hip at close range, and with the 
aid of a Century Arms pistol brace. 

All testers said firing from the hip was the most enjoy- 
able way to shoot, but also the least accurate. The Weaver 


method also wasn’t terribly effective due to the pistol's 
hefty 6.4-pound weight. All shooters polled enjoyed us- 
ing the brace, with many remarking that it drastically 
reduced shooter fatigue compared to firing unsup- 
ported. One point of note, heavy-set testers noted that 
the brace’s rubber material would chafe their skin after 
prolonged use, though this is likely because the brace 
wasn’t designed for individuals of their size. 

Personally, the M85 optimizes what a fun gun should 
be. It's not necessarily practical, but undeniably en- 
joyable. As someone who runs a great deal of ammo 
through Kalashnikov and AR-15 rifles, the ergonomics 
and manual of arms were immediately familiar, quickly 
becoming second nature. Though the odd combination 
of AR-15 and AKM controls often saw me adopting the 
wrong actions when reloading under pressure. 

This was further complicated by the fact that certain 
magazines didn't drop free when empty. As such, I ran 
every single type of magazine at my disposal through 
the Zastava PAP to check for compatability. 

Every magazine tested successfully locked up and 
properly fed ammunition to the M85 except for one. The 
one variety that failed was Vietnam-era, 20-round straight 
magazines, New production Brownells 20-rounders 
worked better, but required more effort to insert than any 
other type. 

As far as dropping free, polymer magazines tended 
to work better, with Lancer L5 Warfighter magazines 
being the easiest to both insert and extract The next 
most compatible polymer magazine was the C Prod- 
ucts, 100-round Beta magazine, Though I suspect the 
ease of extraction had more to do with the magazine's 
weight. 

Century didn’t cut any corners with the included mag- 
azines, offering the industry standard for reliability and 
durability: the Magpul PMAG30. G3

addition of Ruger's recently announced American Pistol, 
shooters now have their pick of any number of affordable, 
reliable lightweight polymer pistols from all of the most 
prolific gunmakers from around the globe. 

For the CZ999 to have a snowball's chance in hell of 
success, it needs to be one or both of two things. It must 
be revolutionary in design — enough so that previous 
generation handguns are wholly outclassed, or it must be 
incredibly affordable. 

Given its derivative design, the former doesn't apply. 
This gun is still a child of the era of Wonder Nines. Even 
if shooters manage to somehow ignore the improve- 
ments in pistol ergonomics since then, the advantages 
of using polymer as a frame material cannot be so easily 
dismissed. The CZ999 does have one ace up its sleeve: a 
price tag less than the cost of a police trade in. 

This is the pistol’s saving grace. If priced around the 
S699 mark, the CZ999 would still be a great value on its 
own. but would be a tough sale against more proven de- 
signs, This is a common hurdle for new products, and one 
that both SIG's P-series and Springfield's XD initially 
faced. 


Where the 999 truly shines is in offering a high quality 
pistol for an affordable price. The MSRP is a little over S500, 
but the gun is often found on sale in the mid-$300 range. 
At that price, a shooter can easily rationalize a robust, new 
production Mil-Spec pistol - but only if it performs. 

In testing, the CZ999 encountered no malfunctions 
with 1 Mi ammo, but defensive hollow point rounds 
would occasionally snag on the feed ramp and prevent the 
action from fully closing. These issues cleared up after the 
initial 100-round break in. with the pistol encountering 
onlv three additional ammunition-related malfunctions 
across 400 rounds fired. 

The trigger feels surprisingly good for a military pis- 
tol, despite registering 7.7 pounds in double action and 
3.1 pounds in single. Overtravel is minimal, and the reset 
is appropriately short. This went a long way to promote 
accuracy from the Serbian sidearm. 

Firing from a sandbag at 25 yards, the CZ999 achieved 
groups under 3 inches with every ammunition type tested. 
While not on par with purpose-built target pistols, the CZ 
is more than capable of holding its own in both competi- 
tion or home defense scenarios. 

The sights are three-dot. standard post and notch, 
and are dovetailed into the slide. This is great news for 
shooters who prefer different or adjustable sights and a 
welcomed addition on any service pistol. 

Acquiring and engaging targets with these sights is easy 
during the day, although the pistol could benefit f rom either 
a tritium or fiber optic front sight post for low light use. The 
rear has a pronounced front edge slightly beveled to prevent 
snagging when drawn from a holster, while still being large 
enough to rack on a shooter's belt in an emergency.

Beneath the rear sight, the slide features wide serrations 
typical on modern military sidearms. A closer look at them 


reveals how the CZ999 keeps its price so low. Inside the 
serration grooves, the material shows clear tooling marks, 
indicating that it wasn't finely polished after cutting. This 
in no way affects function, and thanks to the matte finish is 
difficult to notice for all but the most keen-eyed shooters. 

Below these serrations, the CZ999 begins to show its 
Wallher roots. Like the Walt her P88. the CZ999 features 
an ambidextrous decocking lever that doubles as a slide 
release. It also uses grip panels not dissimilar to Walt hers. 
Another Walther design carry over, as mentioned before, 
is the magazine’s design. Clearly based on that of the Be- 
retta 92 series, shooters can modify these mags for the CZ 
by cutting a new' retention notch, but only on the 9mm 
version. The Beretta 40 S&W magazines tested required 
additional fitting. 

One aspect of aftermarket support that came as a 
tremendous relief is the pistol’s ability to fit inside SiG 
P228 holsters. This effectively opens up a huge amount 
of options for CZ999 owners looking to tote this hefty 
blaster. 

The ergonomics on the gun are great if you have large 
hands, and frustrating if you don’t. The wide grip does 
a great job of spreading the recoil impulse across the 
shooter’s palm, but also makes manipulating the slide 
release/decocker difficult without shifting the shooting 
grip. Thankfully this isn’t the case with the ambidextrous 
magazine release button, which projects enough to be 
easily accessible. 

It may not be the most modern, or lightest pistol on the 
market, but the CZ999 fills a niche for shooters who want 
a hammer- fired, all-metal service handgun for less than 
S400. With solid reliability, good accuracy and a respect- 
able trigger, shooters shouldn’t feel undergunned while

O K., so Mr. Robbins was most likely not referring to 
a 19] I pistol when he referenced the big iron in his 
classic song. I get it. But. every time I start thinking 
about longslide 1911s that song pops into my head. 

Properly constructed, a 1911 can deliver phenomenal 
accuracy. Bred for combat and refined by custom gun- 
smiths for more than a half' century, you won’t find many 
pistol competitions that aren’t dominated by old slab- 
sides. So. if you’re a 1911 aholic like me and you already 
have a bushel basket of Government models in various 
flavors what do you add to the collection next? How 
about a long slide target model? 


But, you say. those are hideously expensive custom 
guns. Out of the price range of blue collar dudes. 1 leinie, 
Nighthawk and Wilson big irons run $3,000 to S5,000. 
What to do? Build your own, of course. You’ll need some 
parts and tools (or someone with tools who will loan 
them to you) and probably some expert assistance along 
the wav but it’s not that difficult. 

Base Gun 

Generally, customers I deal with who desire a long slide 
pistol already have a 5-inch 1911 and wc build a 6-inch 
slide assembly for their existing frame. The gun 1 used 


as a demo for this article is a customer-supplied G.I.- 
style Rock Island Armory 5-inch model produced by The 
Arms Corporation of the Phili pines (Armscor). Lou. my 
customer, desired a long slide target pistol and he had a 
spare RIA gun on hand we could use as a chassis. 

Parts 

The first step in a project like this is gathering parts. I 
purchased the long carbon Steel slide from Caspian Arms 
(www.caspianarms.com) in Wolcott, Vt. Machined from 
barstock and hardened to RC40. it arrived in the white 
with a Novak front sight dovetail and classic Colt style 
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vertical serrations at the rear. I ordered it with no 
rear sight cut because I prefer to machine my own 
a bit higher than the standard low mount. However, 
for the hobbyist who doesn’t have access to a milling 
machine Caspian slides can be purchased with the rear 
(Bo-Mar) sight cut already machined for an extra $60. 
That’s a deal. 

The barrel I selected is a 6-inch Kart gunsmith fit model 
I purchased from Brownell's (472-021-045). Kart barrels 
are machined from forgings with a highly polished bore 
that is great for the lead bullets many buliseye competi- 
tors employ in their handloads. The gunsmith-lit models 
are supplied with an oversized hood (width and length) 
and oversized bottom lug. The lit of the bottom lug to 
the slide slop is critical lor best accuracy and special tools 
are required for best results. If you lack machine tools, 
a hand-driven Brownell's lug cutter (080-000-068) will 
work, 1 used one for years before I owned a mill. You 
might be able to find a drop-in style 6-inch barrel, but be 
advised it is unlikely a barrel that is pre-fitted to generic 
tolerances will provide the best accuracy obtainable from 


it also. Replacing a slide is in the $200-$300 range. Add 
another S200 for a barrel. Stuff happens. Thinking things 
through ahead of time and will save you dough in the 
long run. 

If you bought your Caspian slide with the sight cuts 
you can skip this section. The Bo-mar cut for the Ed

your pistol. 

We purchased a .225" high Novak plain black front 
sight from Brownells (662-000-013). I chose Novak be- 
cause they offer a wide variety of front sights that fit the 
same .330" X 65 degree dovetail so if Lou gets bored with 
plain black we have the option of swapping it out for a 
gold bead, white dot. tritium dot or a fiber optic model. 
Most serious target shooters prefer the plain black post. 
This one might be a bit high but if it is we ll just mill it 
down until we get the zero we want. 

The rear sight will be Ed Brown’s copy of the original 
Bo-Mar adjustable sight. Bo-Mar sights graced the slides 
of 191 Is for many years but the company closed its doors 
leaving pistolsmiths temporarily without quality adjust- 
able rear sights. Into the breech stepped Ed Brown. His 
copy of the Bo-Mar is probably better than the original, 
made in USA and reasonably priced. Beware of cheap, 
imported copies. Trust me on this. 



Assembly 

The first step is to test fit the Caspian slide to the 
stripped R1A frame. Caspian slide rails are on the large 
side of the tolerance range and often require lapping, but 
I was pleasantly surprised this one slid right in place with 
virtually no horizontal or vertical play. Nice! 

Normally, you’d think fitting the barrel would be the 
next step, but you would be wrong. Experience dictates 
that machining the slide for siahis should be done next. 
The reason for this is the slim possibility of a mishap on 
the milling machine. Let’s say you've fitted your barrel 
and you are machining the dovetails for the sights as a 
Iasi step before final assembly. Whoops! The slide moves 
in the vise while a cutter is engaged and puls a nice gouge 
in it or the dovetail is diagonal because the head on your 
mill/drill isn’t tightened down sufficiently. You’ve bought 
a slide. If you’ve already fitted the barrel you may own 


Step one machining the slide for the Ed Brown sight is 
a flat beginning one inch back from the breech face. 



The pocket for the rear sight blade is cut with a 1/2" 
end mill ground for a 3/16" radius. 


Brown adjustable sight is done in four steps, f irst, we be- 
gin our primary cut one inch back from the breech face 
and mill down the rear of the slide to create a flat for the 
sight base. Traditionally, the depth for this cut is around 
,100" because most factory slides already have a dovetail 
for a fixed rear sight and material is removed down to 
the bottom of the existing sight cut. Our Caspian slide 
was ordered without a rear dovetail so we could position 
the sight a little higher with a corresponding higher front 
sight. Target pistols should have sights that are highly 
visible. My final cut was .088" hoping that a front sight 
height over .200" would give us a good zero. We ll see how 
it w'orks out later. The second step is cutting the dove- 
tail using a .359 x 60 degree dovetail cutter (Brownell’s 
080-621-060). The cutter is slightly undersized so some 
hand fitting will be required for a good press fit. When 
fitting the sight base remove material from the sight itself 
rather than the slide. The golden rule of gunsmi thing is 
ALWAYS REMOVE MATERIAL FROM THE 
CHEAPEST PART. If you screw it up the sight only costs 
S60 compared to over $250 for the slide. Get my point? 

The last rear sight milling operation is the pocket at 
the very rear of the slide for the blade. You can use a 

•m 

square cutter for this operation but I had a 3/16" radius 
ground on a 1/2" carbide end mill specifically for this job 
so the radius at the front of the pocket matches the front 
bottom corner of the sight. 

With the rear sight mounted and centered, we drill 
the elevation screw hole. When milling the cuts for 
the sight base, the slide was level in the mill vise but for 
drilling the elevation screw hole it should be slightly 
muzzle high so the sight leaf is level and the elevation 
screw won’t bind. Center a #21 short screw machine drill 
in the hole where the elevation screw normally lives and 
spot the slide through that hole. Now chuck up a #31 
drill and run it down all the way through Lhe lop of the 
firing pin tunnel. Tap this hole with a high quality 6-48 
gun tap (carefully). Blow all the chips out of the tapped

hole and deburr the firing pin tunnel as necessary before 
you install the screw. 

The Novak front sight cut only required final fitting to 
install the front sight. Novak sights are pinned with a roll 
pin through the slide but we won’t pin this one until after 
the pistol is zeroed. 

We now move on to the heart of the matter: barrel 
biting. We ll need the stripped frame, the barrel, a work- 
ing barrel bushing that tits loose enough we can install/ 
remove it without a wrench and the slide stop. 

The first barrel fitting step is the hood. Our Kart bar- 
rel hood will be oversized in both width and length so it 
can be fitted precisely to any slide. First, the width. The 
slot in our Caspian slide above the breech face measures 
.439" and the width of the Kart hood is .453". Add .003" 
clearance to each side and we will need to remove .020" 
total material from the barrel. This is easily done with 
a safe-sided pillar file. Take a lew strokes off each side 
keeping the cut square and test lit the barrel. Repeat un- 
til the barrel drops into the slide so the end of the hood 
contacts the breech face. I use .003" as a tolerance for 
side clearance but this number isn't critical, The sides of 
the hood shouldn't contact the slide when the pistol is 
assembled. Use a loose bushing and a barrel alignment 
block (Brownell's 080-000-041) that keeps the bottom lug 
vertical while lest lilting the barrel. When you can insert 
a .003" feeler gage between the hood and slide on both 
sides with the barrel alignment block in place you're done. 

Now we must shorten the hood so the barrel can lock 
up fully into the slide. Clamp the barrel vertically in your 
bench vise, take a stroke or two with a file and test fit. The 
result we are looking for is a barrel that can be fully locked 
up with a light tap on the bottom lugs from a plastic ham- 
mer. The hood should be kept square to the breech face. 
When you get close, ditch the file and use a stone. Final 
fitting is done with lapping compound so the hood just 
kisses the breech face when the barrel is in firing position. 
1 fitted hoods with files and stones for many years but 
once I aquired a lathe I used it to shorten the hood length. 
It’s much easier to keep it square than free-handing it with 
a file. Keep in mind that some older breech faces aren't 
square so adjusting the hood to lit them is necessary. 

Cutting the bottom lugs to lit the slide stop is the most 
critical operation where accuracy is concerned. Back in 
the dark ages when I built bullseye pistols as a young 
sergeant, we used a special hand-driven lug cutter. The 
barrel, slide and frame were assembled, the cutter was 
inserted through the slide stop hole and rotated by hand 
while forward pressure was applied to the rear of the 
slide. With care, this will work. Brownell’s sells a basic 
lug cutter (080-000-068) that is a simplified version of the 
tool we used. 


However, having used both manual and machine tools 
to cut lugs 1 have to say a mill or mill drill with the proper 
fixture and a digital readout is the way to go. It’s simply 
more accurate and allows the gunsmith to adjust lug con- 
tact with the slide stop during the cutting operation. I use 
a Weigand barrel fitting fixture which presents the barrel 
to the cutter at the proper lockup angle and allows the 
operator to remove the barrel and test fit it at any time 
without losing zero.

The last step of barrel fitting is finishing the chamber 
so headspace is correct, When we shortened the barrel 
hood we also shortened the headspace, This operation 
requires a chamber reamer and headspace gages. Take a 
cut, assemble the barrel to the slide, drop a headspace 
gage into the chamber and try to push the barrel up into 
full lockup. Repeat as necessary until the barrel can be 
locked with the "GO” gage in the chamber. 

One unexpected problem we ran into when fitting the 
barrel was the frame feed ramp location. It was a bit 
farther forward than say a Colt or Springfield Armory 
gun. This caused the barrel ramp to slightly overhang the 
frame and surely w'ould result in feeding issues, flic rear 


of the Karl barrel was machined forward and the barrel 


feed ramp re-cut to create the proper jump between the 
frame and barrel. This is not a ding on R1A because their 
factory barrel fit fine and they can manufacture guns to 
whatever spec they desire but it’s something to be aware 
of if you use an Armscor pistol as a base gun. 

Fitting barrels requires specialized tools and knowl- 
edge. It may be best to farm out this job to an experienced 
professional . 

With the barrel fitted, we can replace the loose "work- 
ing’’ bushing with a precisely fitted one. For best accu- 
racy the barrel bushing inside diameter must be a close fit 
to the barrel and the outside diameter should be a light 
press fit in the slide. Back in the day the bushings we used 
to build National Match pistols for the military teams 
had undersized bores and were hand reamed to fit the 
individual barrel. The outside diameters were expanded 
with plugs in a hydraulic press to til the slides. Today, 
there are other options. Evolution Gun Works (www. 
egwguns.com) in Quakerlown, Penn., can supply bush- 
ings in custom sizes. Our Kart barrel measured .580" at

the muzzle and the Caspian slide bore was .699" so we 
simply ordered a bushing to fit. 

The Caspian slide was supplied in the white (bare steel) 
and required finishing. The RIA frame has a parkerized 
finish and we attempted to match it rather than refinish 
the whole pistol. The stripped slide was degreased, bead 
blasted, warmed up under hot water and submerged in 
a hot tank of Brownell’s Manganese Phosphate solution 
(082-200-128) where it proceeded to fizz like the prover- 
bial Alka Seltzer tablet for a few minutes. The resulting 
color was dark, almost black, and matched the original 
RIA parts pretty well. 

The sights are now installed on the finished slide along 
with the barrel, barrel bushing, firing pin. firing pin slop 
and extractor. Caspian slides utilize a small-diameter 
9mm firing pin regardless of caliber so keep that in mind 
when ordering parts. S he firing pin stop was milled down 
to provide clearance for the rear sight and a Caspian 
extractor was polished, installed and checked for tension.

Another consideration when assembling Iongslide 
1911s is the recoil spring and spring plug. Ideally, we 
would prefer to use readily available standard-length 
recoil springs. If we run a standard spring plug a conven- 
tional spring will be an inch too short. We can remedy this 
situation in two ways: a combination of a standard plug

and a shorter Commander- length plug stacked end to 
end or a special long plug with an internal shoulder that 
shortens spring travel by an inch, i usually go with the 
long plug sourced from EGW. Due to the extra slide mass 
spring rates will be slightly less than a standard Govern- 
ment Model. Subtract 2 pounds from the spring rale you 
would normally use for a given load in a 5-inch gun. The 
pistol we built for this article functioned fine with a 14 
pound spring and 200-grain lead semi-wad cutlers. 

With the slide assembly finished we moved to the 
frame. The only frame modifications requested bv the 
customer were a long aluminum trigger, tuned trigger 
pull and arched, checkered mainspring housing. 

A Cylinder & Slide long aluminum trigger (209-000- 
033) dropped right into the frame. 1 he original RLA sear 
and hammer were propped on a Power Custom series 1 
stoning fixture (713-070-002). the factory sear spring was 


replaced with a (properly adjusted) Wolff spring and the 
hammer pin w-as replaced with a slightly larger one from 
Cylinder and Slide. The final trigger pull weight was set at 
a crisp V/z pounds with minimum over travel. 

Trigger work is an acquired skill. Incorrect adjustment 
of the lii e control parts can cause a dangerous situation. 
If you are not experienced in this type of work I would 
suggest hiring a professional for best (and safest) results. 

The finished pistol was test fired primarily with lead 
200-grain semi-wadcutters over a moderate charge of 
Bullseye or WST. My personal accuracy standards are 1 " 
5-shot groups at 25 yards firing hand-held or 2" 10-shot 
groups at 50 yards from the machine rest. As I write this 
we are in the grip of a Maine winter and the machine rest 
has been put up until Spring but hand-held test groups 
look good so far and I’m sure our new Big Iron will not 
disappoint.

5IG IRON: BUILDING THE LONGSLIDE .45 AU 
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TASCHENPISTOLEN/BEHELFSPISTOLEN IM MILUARISCHEN DIENST

I n the late 1 890s John Moses Browning, history's great- 
est arms designer, presented Hart O. Berg, the Ameri- 
can representative of Fabrique Nationale d 'Amies 
de Guerre (FN), of Herstal, Belgium with a prototype 
of a small semiauto pistol, FN had been established to 
manufacture Mauser rifles for the Belgian army and now 
that the contracts had been completed they were casting 
about for a product to keep the factory operating. The 
shrewd Belgians quickly saw the commercial possibilities 
of JMB’s pistol and a contract was signed in July of 1 897. 

Browning’s pistol was a striker-fired weapon with a single 
column, seven round box magazine in the grip retained hy 
a heel type catch and was blowback operated. This meant 
that the breech was held closed by the weight of the slide 
and the resistance of the recoil spring until the bullet had 
left the barrel whereupon the slide reciprocated to the rear, 
extracting and ejecting the spent cartridge case and cock- 
ing the striker. As the recoil spring pulled the slide forward 


it stripped the next cartridge from the magazine located in 
the grip, chambering it as it went into battery. 

Production of JMB’s pistol, the I N Pistolet Modele 
1899, began in late 1898. A few minor changes resulted in 
it being re-baptized the Modele 1900 the following year. 

fhe Modele 1899 served as the launching platform for a 
new cartridge, the 7.65mm Browning, Known in the USA 
as the .32 AC P, it utilized a 17mm semi-rimmed case that 
was topped with a 7! -grain FMJ bullet that was propelled 
to approximately 800 fps. While it could only be considered 
a serious defensive cartridge by a confirmed pacifist, this 
round would go on to become one of the most popular 
centerfire pistol cartridges of all time. 

But so as to get some important background informa- 
tion we must first backtrack a couple of decades. 

While iL bemused and befuddled shooters and those 
persons knowledgeable of firearms on this side of the Big 
Pond, in the 1880s their European counterparts decided

that small caliber handguns were perfectly suitable for 
military, police and defensive purposes. 

While we crude colonials clung to our *44- and .45- 
caliber revolvers, a number of European armies and 
gendarmeries began replacing their 11mm service side- 
arms with those firing 9mm. 8mm. 7.62mm and 7.5mm 
cartridges that were only notable for their rather uniin- 
pressive on-target performance. 

The introduction of the first successful semiauto pistols in 
the late 1 9th and early 20th centuries saw this trend contin- 
ue. And while some of them — the 7.65mm Parabellum and 
7.63mm Mauser come to mind — became all the rage because 
they propelled i heir bullets to impressive velocities, these 
light weight, full metal jacketed (FMJ) projectiles tended to 
pass through an opponent doing little damage unless they 
struck a major organ or large bone. Despite a brief — and 
less than positive — flirtation with .38 caliber revolvers in the 
1 890s and early 20th century, the American armed forces 
shunned the small bore cartridge and continued to soldier 
on with .45 caliber handguns for the next century. 

One of the reasons for the Europeans embracing the 
small caliber handgun cartridge was the different atti- 
tude we had towards handguns. While we Americans — 
and our British cousins — considered service handguns 


as true lighting weapons, the majority of Continental 
armies saw them as a badge of rank and authority to be 
issued sparingly to officers and high ranking noncoms. 
In general handguns were only issued to enlisted person- 
nel such as cavalry troopers and specialist troops whose 
duties precluded them from carrying rifles. 

The belief was that if a handgun was used at all. it 
would be as a last-ditch defensive weapon used to prevent 
an officer from being captured or killed. And in such a 
scenario it was fell a small, light handgun would be per- 
fectly suitable. 

As for law enforcement, it must be remembered that 
outside of certain regions — the Balkans come to mind 
late 19th century Europe was a fairly law abiding society. 
Most countries had homogenous populations with low 
crime rates. In fact in many European countries — the 
UK, Denmark. Norway, etc. — police officers did not 
normally carry firearms. In the rare instances where the 
use of firearms was necessary they were generally issued 
carbines while handguns were restricted to officers and 
specially trained personnel. 

Now. back to semiauto pistols, 

Belgium’s army was the first to adopt a 7.65mm pis- 
tol when it took Browning's design into service as the 


Pistolet Browning Modele 1900. From then on it was 
an instant success being adopted by armies and police 
forces around the world in addition to the vast numbers 
sold on the civilian market. Its popularity was such that 
in many parts of the world the word "Browning” became 
synonymous with “semiautomatic pistol.’ By the time 
production ceased in 1911 in excess of 700,000 units had 
left the FN factory. 

it didn’t take FN's competitors long to jump on the band- 
wagon in hopes of grabbing a share of this lucrative market. 
Over the next decade and a half, a Hood of 7,65mm pistols 
emerged from factories in Belgium, Austria-Hungary. Great 
Britain, France, China, the l SA. Spain and Germany to be 
eagerly snatched up by soldier, policeman and civilian alike. 
While military personnel and police usually carried them 
in holsters, the majority of these pistols were small enough 
that they could be used for concealed carry and earned the 
sobriquet “pocket pistols" (in German “ Taschenpi stolen " ). 
By 1914 the majority of continental police forces from 
the London Metropolitan Police to the Tsar's okhnumovc 
ati/eleuie had adopted 7,65mm pistols.

One might say that WWI was what made 
7.65mm pistol. In many European armies, 
officers were required to provide their own 
sidearms and the choice was often depen- 
dent upon the officer's personal preference, 
financial situation, duties or rank. Based 
upon photographic evidence 1 feel it s safe to 
say that front line/eombat officers used larger 
caliber, more powerful service pistols while high- 
er ranking/command level officers favored 7.65mm 

“»T-‘ 

pistols which served the traditional role of badges of 
rank and authority and. in worst case scenarios, as last 
ditch defensive weapons. 

Of the combatant armies, 7.65mm pistols saw 
their widest use by Germany, France and Italy. In this 
article we will examine those used by the armed forces of 
Imperial Germany. 

In 1914 the standard handgun of the Deutsches Heer 
(Imperial German Army) was the Pistole Parabellum, 
Modell 1908 (P08 Luger) while the Kaiserliche Marine 
(Imperial Navy) used the Pistole, Marine-Modeil 
1904, both chambered for the 9mm Patrone 08 (9mm 
Parabellum). While highly regarded, the P08 was expen- 
sive to manufacture, ammunition sensitive and proved not 
overly reliable in the vile conditions of trench warfare.

Many German officers equipped themselves with pri- 
vately purchased Mauser Selbstladc- Pistolen C96 (the 
“Broomhandle") firing the 7.63mm Pistole-Pat rone 
Mauser. As P08s could not be produced in sufficient quan- 
tities. the German government purchased large numbers 
of C96s and also contracted for Mauser to produce them 
chambered for the 9mm Patrone 08. 

But the war quickly showed that even the most pessimis- 
tic estimates of small arms attrition were totally inaccurate. 
In addition, the unique conditions of trench warfare led to 
most armies issuing sidearms in greater numbers than ever 
before or since. Officers, assault troops (Sturm truppen), 
artillery and machine gun crews, signalers, messengers, 
transport drivers, military police — and every infantryman 
who could beg. borrow or steal one — wanted, and 
in many cases needed, a handgun. This led to 
the Germans (and all the other combatants) 
racing to find Behelfspistolen (“substitute 
pattern pistols") to equip their rapidly 
expanding armed forces, 

The obvious choice was the 7,65mm 
pistol. Not only were most of them 
quick and inexpensive to manufacture, 
but there were already a number of 
German companies tooled up to pro- 
duce them. While they would not have been 
the Herr's first choice, it was a matter of 'beg- 
gars can't be choosers," and contracts were 
placed with a number of gun makers for all the 
7.65mm pistols they might care to produce.

Besides German-made pistols, the Impe- 
rial German armed forces issued a wide 
variety of foreign and captured pistols to 
their personnel. As a detailed discussion of 
them is beyond the scope of this article, in 
this report we are going to examine three 
German-made 7.65mm pistols that saw

One is a quality product of 
Germany’s premier arms maker; another can lay claim 
to being one of the stranger looking 7.65mm pistol ever 
produced; while the last represents simplicity and ease of 
manufacture during wartime conditions. 


Mauser-Selbstalade-Pistole Modell 1914 1 

Josef Nickl was an Austrian (some sources say Ger- 
man) engineer who was hired by Waffenfabrik Mauser 
in 1904. He envisioned producing a family of pistols all 
based up a single design which could be scaled up or 
down as necessary for any cartridge. 

His first designs, delayed blowback pistols chambered 
for the 9mm Parabellum. did not function reliably and a 
blowback operated (mass locking, or Massenverschhtfi in 
German) design was tried next. But the 9mm cartridge 
proved too powerful and he abandoned that idea. 

Mauser desperately wanted a product to capture a 
share of the lucrative Tasc/iefipislolen market and Nickl's 
next design proved more successful.

The Modell 1910 proved popular on the European ci- 
vilian market and many were also used by police detec- 
tives and high-ranking army officers.

To my way of thinking the most notable (practical?)

Apparently Modell 1914 pistols were sold commer-

Dreyse-Selbstalade-Pistole Modell 1907

it. and later models, were deciding factors in Prussia’s 
defeats of Denmark (1866).

After Johann’s death. Waffcnfabrik von Dreyse was run 
by his son Franz who offered a variety of sporting rifies.

But the company's fortunes declined steadily 
and. after Franz's death in 1894 Henrich Ehrhkardt, a 


Wanting to gel a share of the ever-growing Taschen- 
pistote market, RM&M assigned the task of designing 
a 7.65mm pistol to their engineer Louis Schmeisser, 
although there is some controversy over whether or not 
Schmeisser was the actual designer. 4 RM&M’s market- 
ing department decided to lake advantage of Dreyse's 
name recognition and baptized the pistol the Dreyse 
Selbstalade-Pistole Model! 1907. 


The Modell 1907 was a blowbaek operated, striker-

Manufacture ceased sometime in 1918 with a total pro- 
duction of approximately 250,000 pistols, After the war, 
small numbers were sold (war reparations?) to Czecho- 
slovakia and Lithuania while others remained in service 
with German police well into the 1930s.

The gun runners of old used sailing ships or steam lo- 
comotives to move their wares. Today, there is a Class 
3 dealer in Missouri who uses something a lot faster. 
If you are selling a machine gun collection, Midwest 
Tactical Inc., will come to you: by air. Frank Goepfert, 
MWT founder and president, owns and operates a Cir- 
rus SR22 airplane. Since two other company employees 
are also pilots, MWT can cover the map to meet with 
customers and close deals on machine gun collections. 

Nothing else in the gun business is as regulated as Title 
II arms like machine guns, suppressors and short-bar- 
reled guns.

It had a fully exposed barrel, which not only insured 
positive ejection of spent cases, but reduced Ihe machining 
operations necessary to make the slide. The slide recipro- 
cates on rails on the frame and contains a simple striker 

mechanism and extract or. 

The pistol has a pivoting single-action trigger and 
safety lever located at the left, rear of the frame 
that is rotated downward 90 degrees to put 
the pistol on safe. The single -column, 
seven round magazine is secured 
by a heel-type catch while hard 
rubber (later production were 
grooved wood) grip panels are 
retained bv screws. There was no 
slide stop nor did the magazine 
follower hold the slide open when it 
was empty. 

An unusual feature of these pistols 
was the method of retaining the barrel in the frame. 
A dovetail shaped lug beneath the chamber slid into a 
matching seat in the frame, were a pin retained it. The 
pin had to be punched out through two holes in the slide 
before the pistol was dismantled.* 

B&H and Menz delivered approximately 60.000 pistols 
to the German army before the 1918 Armistice. 

After the war Menz continued producing the pis- 
tol and a small quantity (less than 1.500) were sold to 
Lithuania. Reportedly Herr Stcnda gained control of 
B&H after the war and continued to produce his Stenda 
pistol. Another postwar manufacturer was H.M, Ger- 
ing & Cie of Arnstadt who produced about 4.000 pistols 
that were sold under the name Leonhardt (Lion Heart). 
It's possible that most, if not all, of the post-war pistols 
were assembled using parts left over from the military 
contracts. 

Besides the three 7.65mm pistols examined here, the 
German army also fielded large numbers of the Selb- 
sfcila de-Pi stole .lager, Langenhan FL-Selbstlader, Sauer 
Modell 1913, Waither Modell 4, Steyr M.08, Frommer- 
Stop Pisztoly 12. M and the Roth- Sauer. 9 

In Part 11 of this report we will examine a trio ol for- 
eign-made 7.65mm pistols that were among the myriad 
of Behelfspistolen used by the Third Reich during World 
War II.

received contracts to produce pistols based 
upon Menz’s (Stendas?) design: Waffenfab- 
rtken August Menz. Becker & Hollander (B&H) 
and Stenda Werke. Pistols produced by Menz 
were called the Menia while Stendas were called, 
well, the Stenda. All were produced to a more or 
less standard pattern although minor differences 
will be found. 

B&H ’s Selbstalade-Pistole Bfeholla (BE,.. HOLLA 
from the firm’s owners names) appears to be the most 
common today. A mediocre quality blow back operated 
7.65mm pistol, it was intended for issue to low-ranking or 
rear-echelon personnel. Il would appear to owe many of 
its features to the Ruby pistols being produced by Basque 
gurtmakers in Spain for the French and the Pistola Auto-

In this final installment, Matthews completes his budget-busting 
9mm pistol build and takes his pair of projects to the range.

I n the last installment (Part 2), I made a pile of parts 
on the lathe, mainly parts to make a 9mm Suomi bar- 
rel fit. Now I'll get on with it and finish up this 9mm 
AR-15 pistol. 

Once the barrel is done you can slide it into the receiv- 
er and install the barrel nut. Do not torque the barrel 
nut down very light at this point because you may need 
to remove it later to polish or modify the feed ramp. 
Later when you have bench tested the gun for function- 
ing you can install the nut to final tightness. When you 
do get around to permanently installing the barrel there 
is a recommend way of tightening the nut. Since this 
project has no gas tube, installation is much easier. Slide 
the barrel into the receiver and make sure it is fully seat- 
ed against the front of the receiver, Apply some heavy 
grease to the receiver threads and to the front edge of 
the flange to make tightening easier and to prevent gall- 


ing of the soft aluminum threads. Screw the barrel nut 
on hand light. 

To tighten the nut you will need a special wrench. You 
will need a general purpose AR-15 assembly tool or a GJ 
barrel nut wrench. Prices for these tools can be as low as 
$10 for a G I -type barrel wrench and combination tool to 
as much as $50 for a multi -purpose tool made by some 
of the big name AR-15 gunsmithing suppliers. ! have sev- 
eral tools but for this job I used my DPMS AR-15 multi- 
purpose tool that cost about $30 from many sources. In 
this Case you need the proper tool because improvised 
tools will likely damage you barrel nut. The DPMS multi- 
tool, and most other brands, feature two or more pins that 
engage the notches or holes in the barrel nuts. Place the 
tool into the barrel nut and tighten it down to about 15 
foot-pounds of torque. Once tightened you then loosen it. 
Now you tighten it again but this time tighten it to about 


25 ft.-lbs. of torque. Now loosen it again. The barrel nut 
can now be tightened town to a final torque of 35-50 ft.- 
tbs. Supposedly, this three-stage lightening and loosening 
allows the nut to seat better on the threads. It is the rec- 
ommended procedure although G1 torque specs are higher 
than those listed here because a steel barrel nut is used on 
Gl-format guns. Exact torque is not too important be- 
cause GI torque specs are 35-75 foot-pounds. This wide 
range is to allow you to align the notches in the handguard 
and allow passage of the gas tube. Because I have used a 
torque wrench a lot in the past. I typically just guess on 
torque settings and for go using a torque wrench. 

Once the barrel nut is installed, I screwed my handguard 
to the nut. The round handguard can be difficult to grip 
and tighten. If you need a better grip to tighten the hand- 
guard further, you can use an inexpensive strap wrench 
to grip the handguard. These can be bought for less than 
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A special 9mm doer and a rubber case deflector 
were initially installed on the project. Unfortunately 
the case deflector kicked some brands of cases right 
back into the action so it was removed.

my own for free, I just took a 1/2" bolt and turned it into a 
dummy button on my lathe. This is just another example 
how home gunsmi thing can save you money. That expen- 
sive lathe pays for itself every time I make my own parts, 

1 used an inexpensive surplus charging handle for this 
project. Since the handle only cost me $10 I decide to add 
an extended handle release. This $8.99 part was bought 
from GDNN and installs simply by driving out a roll pin 
and substituting the new release. With the upper done, 
except for testing and applying a final finish, it was time 
to turn my attention to the lower receiver assembly. 

Before going on to lower receiver assembly there are 
some things I should mention to novice AR-15 pistol 
builders. I’his concerns the legal aspects of the AR- 
15 lower receiver. Since this project was a pistol 1 used 


a virgin receiver A virgin receiver is a receiver that has 
never been assembled into either a pistol or a rifle. This 
is required per BATFE regulations. It is illegal to use a 
rifle receiver Lo build a pistol. If you use an existing rifle 
receiver to build a pistol you would be creating what the 
BATFE calls a short-barreled rifle (SBR). SBRs are high- 
ly regulated by the BATFE. A SBR must be registered 
with the BATFE. a $200 tax must be paid, a background 
check needs to he run and lengthy paper work must be 
tilled out. After waiting for several months the BA1 FE 
finally gives approval for you to possess it. Failure lo fol- 
low' the rules is a Federal felony punishable by up to 10 
years in prison and a $10,000 fine. To create a legal AR- 
15 pistol you must use a virgin receiver or an existing pis- 
tol receiver. To be considered a virgin receiver the receiver 
must have never been assembled into a rifle or pistol. This 
means ever in its lifetime. If someone assembled it into a 
rifle 20 years ago and then look it back apart and put the 
bare receiver on a shell it is still a rifle receiver regardless 
of its present condition. Once a rifle, always a rifle. The 
best way to be sure you are getting a virgin receiver is to 
buy a brand new receiver of recent production from a li- 
censed gun dealer. This way you are sure of what you are 
getting. You should avoid buying a virgin receiver from 
an unknown individual, fhe private seller may tell you it 
is a virgin receiver but can you trust them? Some people 
will tell you anything to make a sale. Even if the seller 
is being truthful does he really know the history of the 
receiver ever since it was first made? If they bought it sec- 
ondhand it could have been in rifle format sometime in its 
past and they would have no way of knowing that fact. If 
a Federal trace was run on the receiver and it came back 
as formerly being a rifle you would be guilty of a felony. 
Saying that the seller assured you that is was a virgin re- 
ceiver would be a poor defense to felony charges. You are 
responsible for the legal status of the receiver not some 
past owner or the seller. 

The other option to create a legal AR-15 pistol is lo 
buy a new pistol receiver from a licensed dealer. Some 


$10 from stores and websites like Harbor Freight. You 
can also use a little removable liquid thread locker (such 
as Loctite #242) on the threads at final assembly to keep 
the handguards tight on the nut during use. Just be aware 
that if you use thread lockers disassembly can be difficult. 
Thread lockers are basically high strength glue and if ap- 
plied correctly they are extremely strong. 

To finish my upper receiver assembly I needed to do a 
couple more small jobs. Although not required for good 
operation, I installed a door assembly and a rubber 9mm 
case deflector. These were purchased from JSE for about 
$15. Unfortunately I had lo remove the case deflector 
later during test firing. For reasons unknown the deflec- 
tor deflected certain brands of ejected cases right back 
into the gun. This resulted in an immediate stoppage with 
a smashed case wedged in between the boll and rear of 
the barrel with the new round about half way out of the 
magazine. This occurred with one brand of ammo only 
but it was one I would be using a lot. When i removed 
the deflector functioning returned to 100%. With the 
case deflector installed fired cases were being dropped 
right at my feet when they didn't jam up. With no case 
deflector ejected cases were thrown forcefully about 6 feci 
to my right and about 3 feet forward. I prefer to have 
100% functioning rather than having cases conveniently 
dropped at my feet. 

Because this gun featured a 9mm bolt that did not have 
forward assist notches, I had no need for a forward assist 
button. I did not want to buy a regular button if 1 wasn't 
going to use it. Dummy buttons can be purchased but 1 
did not want lo spend money for one. 1 therefore made

AR receiver makers offer AR-15 receivers that are actu- 
ally classified as pistol receivers. This is due to the fact so 
many hobbyists are now making AR-15 pistols and some 
manufacturers want to cater to that market. The same 


cautions about buying a receiver in a private sale apply to 
pistol receivers also. 

Your safest bet is to simply buy a new receiver — wheth- 


er a virgin receiver or pistol receiver — from a licensed 
dealer. There would be little financial incentive to buy a 
used receiver because they are so inexpensive at this time. 
There are a few legal exceptions concerning the status 
and definition of an AR receiver but there is no reason 


to consider anything other than brand new receiver that 
has been sold by a licensed dealer. By the way. when you 
make out the form 4473 at the point of sale the receiver 
is listed on the form as a receiver only, not as a rifle or 
pistol. If it is a stripped receiver it cannot be a rifle or pis- 


tol because it has never been assembled into either form. 


The fact that some manufacturers are offering stripped 
receivers classified as pistol receivers even though they 
have never been assembled as a pistol is something of a 
gray area in the rules. 1 don't know how they are offering 
them as pistol receivers unless they have received a rule 


variance from the BATFE. 

I used a budget priced Anderson AR-15 receiver for 
this project. I used the version that features an integral 
trigger guard. 1 prefer this type and they cost no more 
than a standard receiver. While these great receivers are 
offered for sale in the S60-S90 price range by many ven- 


dors it you look hard enough you can find them under 
$50 like 1 did. No matter if you buy a first-rate receiver 
or a cosmetic defect receiver you are getting a great Mil- 
Spec receiver from Anderson 

Installing my $29.99 lower parts kit (LPK) is so easy I 
won’t bother explaining it here, " here are plenty of dia- 
grams available in catalogs or online that can show the 
novice where the parts fit. Installing the LPK will take 
less than a half-hour. 

Because this is a pistol project I used a pistol buffer 
lube. A pistol buffer lube has no provisions for fitting a 
slock. It will be completely round and will not have the rib 
on the bottom that holds the stock in correct alignment. 


Because the pistol tubes arc round, they simply screw on 
in any position and don't have to be indexed. There are 
many lengths of pistol buffer tubes and the diameters can 
vary between brands. Unlike rille buffer tubes there are 
no standards for size. The interior lengths of all models 
will be roughly 7 inches but the exterior lengths can vary 
as much as a couple inches. The tube I used had an ex- 
terior length of 9 incites. Many pistol buffer tubes, mine 
included, feature a knurled portion near the front. Many 
also have a ring or collar that functions as a stop if you 
are installing a SIG-Tac brace. The SIG-Tac brace is so 
popular than there are many buffer tubes made specifi- 
cally for installing a brace. 

Pistol buffers just screw into the rear of the receiver 
and are locked in place with a regular carbine stock lock 
ring. Remember when you install the buffer tube to first 


install the rear take down pin, the detent and spring into 


the back of the receiver. You also have to install a receiver 


end plate because that retains the detent and spring. The 
tube screws in till it is flush or just slightly below the front 
edge of the threaded receiver ring. Before screwing the 
tube in to full depth you have to place the buffer detent 
and spring in its bole in the bottom of the receiver. The 
tube screws in far enough to keep the detent from coming 
out of its hole but still allow the short tab on top of the 
detent to raise high enough to keep the buffer in the tube. 
You use a carbine stock lock ring wrench to tighten down 
the lock ring. These can be bought for just a few dollars 
and will prevent you from marring the lock ring if you 
try to improvise a tool. To help secure the buffer tube and 
lock ring, I put a dab of thread locker on the buffer tube 
threads. Only use a limited amount of thread locker such 
as Loctite #242. If you use too much it may run down 
into the buffer detent hole and solidly lock up the detent. 
I only apply thread locker to the last couple threads from 
the rear side so that I don’t have worry about it running 
into the buffer detent hole. Make sure you use a remov- 
able type thread locker. High strength lockers can glue the 
parts together almost permanently. If you use too much 
or the wrong type of locker the only way to get the tube 
out of the receiver will be to heat the tube and receiver 


with a torch and that will not do any good to either part. 

Once 1 had my pistol buffer tube installed. I installed a 
standard M4 carbine buffer spring. It seems that everyone 
has their preferred spring for the buffer. Some use spe-

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dill high strength springs while others go with standard 
springs. 1 had good luck with a standard $3 M4 buffer 
spring. It worked and fit the budget; what more could 
I ask for? After the spring went in I slipped in a special 
9mm buffer. This one was 5.3 ounces where as a standard 
buffer is about 3 ounces. There are a wide variety of spe- 
cial heavy buffers made for 9mm ARs and they can get 
expensive. Some people report that they needed a special 
weight buffer to make the gun run right but I had good 
luck with the PSA 9mm buffer. It was cheap ($15) and 
it worked. That’s all 1 could ask for in a buffer. Prior to 
installing the spring and buffer, apply a thin coating of 
oil to each part. Lubrication will allow the parts to cycle

smoother and reduce wear on the tube. 

Once I had my buffer tube installed it was time to in- 
stall my bargain priced Century marked SIG-Tac brace. 
I immediately found out why it was so cheap. The hole in 
the brace was way too small to fit over the buffer tube, ft 
was so tight that i could only get it on about an inch. Ap- 
parently this was the manufacturing defect that resulted 
in the extremely low price. Fortunately this problem was 
correctable. I took a large wood dowel and wrapped 
it with course sand paper. I slid the sand paper dowel 
into the hole and spun it with an electric drill to sand 
the hole to a larger size. The material of the brace was 
very tough and it took quite a bit of sanding to open the 
hole up enough that it would slide over the tube. Con- 
sidering that a new brace cost $125 I figured 15 minutes 



savings. Once I reworked the $25 reject brace it looked 
and worked just as good as a new one. The brace did not 


come with the Velcro strap that is standard equipment 
but I had an extra one from another brace because they 


include two straps with a new brace. 

There was one final part that needed to be installed in 
the lower receiver. This was the magazine adapter block. 
I had two choices. I had the Pro- Mag plastic block that 
I originally bought for the project and 1 had the surplus 
aluminum block from the PSA kit. While cither would 


work 1 chose the PSA block. Because it was part of the 
cost of the carbine parts kit, it was basically a free part 
for this project. It had a better-shaped feed ramp plus 
preferred the aluminum construction to plastic. Many 
builders of 9mm ARs tell people they need to use one of 
the pricey adapter blocks that can run as high as $200. 
I. on the other hand, researched the subject by reading 
9mm AR discussion forums and found that actual users 


said the plastic Pro-Mag block (S35-S45) worked as well 
as the expensive ones. For those who prefer metal blocks I 
found that the PSA block ($99) was well reviewed. Read- 
ers can use which ever they prefer and can afford but I 
will be using the PSA block on this project and the Pro- 
Mag block on my next 9mm AR project. 

Both the PSA block and tiie Pro-Mag block slide in 
from the top of the receiver’s magazine well and are 


retained by the upper receiver when it is closed. My 
PSA block was very tight fit in the Anderson receiver 
and I had to sand a little oil the front to allow it to fit in 
the mag well. I actually prefer having to hand-fit parts 
rather than having parts fit loosely. To allow' the adapter 
block to drop into the magazine well you have to re- 
move the bolt hold open assembly and then re-install it 
after the block is in place. T forgot this fact otherwise I 
w'ould have installed the block before I put in the BHO 
assembly. 


It was now time to do some workbench testing of the 
project. For this testing you will need to buy or make some 
9mm dummy rounds. For the novice, dummy rounds are 
ammunition that does not contain a primer or powder. 
They are used to cheek functioning without the chance 
of a round accidentally firing. You should never use live 
ammo for Workbench testing. Reloaders can make their 
own or you can buy them from companies like Brownells. 
I loaded dummy rounds into a magazine and then insert- 
ed it into the gun. [ then cycled the action. When testing

deflector was causing problems by kicking ejected cases 
back into the action. Once I removed the deflector all 
rounds chambered, tired, and ejected fine. The only issue 
I found was the magazines were a little hard to seat when 
full since the rounds were pushing up hard on the bolt if 
it was in the forward position. Since the gun had a bolt 
hold open on last round feature this wasn’t a big problem. 
If the bolt wasn’t back when a magazine was inserted I 
just had to give it a good hard push to get the magazine 
catch to engage. 

Now that 1 knew the gun was going to work, 1 needed 
to decide what sights I would be installing after finish ap- 
plication, My budget was already stretched to the limit so 
sights needed to be very inexpensive. Fortunately 1 had 
just the ticket in my box of surplus optics. A while back a 
new gun shop opened in a nearby large city and they had 
some grand opening sales. One of the sale items was BSA 
-10 mm red dot sights for SI 9.99. This economy grade 
sight would be perfect for my budget-stressed project. 1 or 
those readers who ask where they can geL sights cheap I 
say one thing, CDNN Sports, While this particular sight 
is slightly higher priced than my sale cost, CDNN does 
offer this and many other inexpensive optical sights for 
less than S40, 1 personally have also bought these type 
of inexpensive red dot sights used at flea markets and

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you need to cycle the action quickly to simulate the speed 
that the parts would reciprocate during firing. Slow cy- 
cling can cause problems that would not exist if running 
at full speed. When I cycled the action I was please to 
find that the gun chambered and ejected rounds fine. It 
even worked when I run it slow. Now that I knew the gun 
would likely work correctly it was time for live fire testing. 

For live fire testing I would be using the same ammo 
that I had used when testing my carbine project. This 
was Winchester USA 1 15-grain FMJ, Federal Aluminum 
case 115-grain FMJ. and Remington UMC 115-grain 
FMJ amm o Since this was function testing I did not 
bother with installing sights. 1 just wanted to verify that

sights. I loaded up some ammo in a 
couple clips and walked out into the 
driveway and let her rip.

gun shows for ns little as SI 5 so if you look hard you 
should have no trouble getting inexpensive sights for your 
project. To raise the red dot to a comfortable height I in- 
stalled an inexpensive riser that I bought from Cheaper 
than Dirt for only $10. 

Because the gun had been built with odd colored parts 
or parts with no finish \ needed to apply a good finish. 
Some builders take the extremely budget friendly method 
and just squirt their projects with a can of spray paint. If 
you use the right paint, this can actually work well. The 
AR-15 and AK-47 Internet builder's forums are full of 
reports on decent improvised gun finishes. Because Lauer 
Custom Weaponry is a big sponsor of my gunsmithjng 
article projects the choice of finish was pretty easy. LCW 
DuraC’oat is an excellent gun finish that can he easily ap- 
plied by the hobbyist gunsmith. For those wanting an 
in-depth explanation of the application process, I have 
covered it in past Firearms News, formerly Shotgun News. 
articles. The Shotgun News special publication *" Shotgun 
News Gunsmithing Projects" is a 400-plus page book on 
gunsmithing projects that can be purchased through the 
store section of the Firearms News website (www.lireann- 
snews.com). In this publication I cover the application of 
many of the most popular gun finishes such as hot blu- 
ing. Parke rising, GunKote, and DuraCoat. If you have 
ever considered doing your own gun finishing this book 
will help you along quite well. 

1 had a lot of left over and small quantities of Dura- 
Coat from past projects. Rather than using a cataloged 
color of DuraCoat I mixed several of my left over colors 
together for a cheap yet high quality finish. For the ma- 
jority of the gun this color would be a very dark blue, lb 
make it interesting 1 decided to add some red high lights. 


The red color was a standard DuraCoat color called 
"Furious Mike". This is a dark red color that is taking 
a jab at former anti-gun NYC mayor Mike Bloomberg. 
Bloomberg made a big stink about guns being painted in 
DuraCoat colors other than typical black so LCW owner 
Steve Lauer decided to poke the bear with a big sharp 
stick just to annoy him for complaining about DuraCoat 
coloring on guns. 

After my sprayed-on DuraCoat cured, I assembled my 
project for the last time. The budget priced project looked 
and worked just as good as any expensive factory-made 
9mm AR-15. The cost savings from improvising parts 
and making some of my own parts was substantial. I'hc 
bare gun without sights came in at S356 total. However, 
because I did not use the $35 Pro-Mag adapter block and 
used the surplus PSA magazine block I could deduct the 
$35 I spent on the Pro-Mag block. This dropped my cost 
down to $32 1 . By utilizing self-made pails, by finding 
bargain priced parts and doing the work myself I built 
a 9mm AR-15 for only about $325, this is a real bargain 
price for a good 9mm AR-15. If readers could search 
out some belter part prices than me they might be able 
to cut the cost to under $300. The cost for my bargain 
basement 9mm AR pistol was less than half the cost 
of my 9MM AR-15 carbine. While your actual project 
cost may vary from mine, this is a perfect example how 
hobby gunsmithing can reduce your cost. I know work- 
shop tools are expensive but those tools are quickly paid 
for in cost savings when you use them to build budget 
priced projects. I have thousands of dollars' worth of 
tools in my work shop but those tools have allowed me 
to put many more thousands of dollars' worth of quality 
self-made guns into my collection at extremely low cost. 


Hobby gunsmithing can allow you to have a gun collec- 
tion far beyond your income level. If doing a little work 
to save big bucks sounds good to you why not give hobby 
gunsmithing a try. 123

Looking for something more out of 
a red dot sight? Weil you may wish 
to consider Mako’s Mepro MOR 
which combines a red dot sight 
with a visible and IR laser.

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J ust as the rifles the Israeli Defense Forces fielded 
evolved, so have their sighting systems. The crude 
tangent rear sight with a shallow 'V' notch on the 
old Kur 98ks was replaced by the Rov’ve Miuan/1 ALs 
aperture sights. Next the Galil added Tritium night 
sights which provided a rudimentary means of aiming in 
low light conditions. Eventually, the fDF began explor- 
ing optical sights, both magnified and unmagnified. Fol- 
lowing the 1982 Israel -Lebanon War the IDF felt future 
conflicts would be close quarters engagements rather 
than the traditional open field conflicts of the past. They 
also recognized the need for a seamless transition from 
daylight to nighttime capability on a single mission. 
Based upon the lessons learned during this timeframe 
they developed a number of optical sights they felt were 
better suited to modern urban combat than conven- 
tional iron sights. These greatly improved the combat 
performance and survivability of the IDF soldier on the 
modern battlefield. 


ITL Optronic’s MARS 

My practical introduction to Israeli optical sights came 
in Iraq by way of ITL Optronics Multi-purpose Aiming 
Reflex Sight or MARS. Back in 2006/2007 this optical 
sight, among others, was issued to troopers of the 3rd 
Squadron, 7th US Cavalry Regiment. I had a chance to 
observe its performance, alongside Aimpoint. EOTech 
and Trijicon optical sights, in the hands of American 
combat troops. I have to say the thought of Christian 
American troops fighting radical Muslims using Jewish 
built optics named after the pagan Roman god of war 
was, to the troops, somewhat amusing. 

If you are unfamiliar with it, the MARS was devel- 
oped by ITL as a modern optical gun sight. It is a large 
non-magnified reflex sight that looks somewhat like a 
EOTech HWS in profile. The unit is 1.8x2.9x5.1 inches, 
weighs about a pound and mounts easily to a MIL STD 
1913 rail via two horizontally rotating throw levers. The 
main power switch has five positions, including one night 


vision setting, and the sight incorporates an automatic 
brightness control. Power is provided by a single 1.5 voll 
AA battery that lasts for approximately 200 hours of use. 

In addition to the normal reflex sight, the MARS also 
incorporates an infrared (IR) laser. Output of the Class I 
IR laser is 0.4 mW. As an option a visible red laser may be 
substituted for the IR laser. A pressure switch, which can 
be mounted onto the weapon's forearm or vertical grip, 
is provided for activating the laser. Zeroing is simplified 
by having a single adjustment for both the laser and red 
clot sight. This is a big deal and one of the nice features 
about this sight. 

While very forward thinking, the MARS did have its 
faults. Size wise it is fairly bulky and it weighed some 16 
ounces. When mounted onto ail M4 carbine it sits too 


high to even allow use of a BUIS, The field of view it 
offers is also narrower than you'd expect and there was a 
noticeable tint to the image. The biggest gripe, however, 
was the very short battery life. Due to these reasons it was

not particularly popular among llie troops I spoke with 
who carried it in combat. Although numbers were fielded 
in combat by both the US Army and U3MC, today the 
MARS is little known by most American shooters. 

Meprolight 

In the almost decade since I first handled a MARS 
I’ve had the opportunity to lest a variety of modern Is- 
raeli optical sights. The latest one is l he Mepro MOR 
which is marketed in the US by the Mako Group. The 
Mako Group is headquartered in Farmingdale, N.Y., and 
manufactures and distributes a wide range of weapon 
accessories, combat optics, holsters and EOD breaching 
products. One of the companies they distribute in the US 
is Meprolight. While not very well known in the United 
States, Meprolight is an Electro-Optics company pro- 
ducing systems lor professional use by infantry, armed 
forces. LE agencies as well as civilians since 1990. Here 
in the US they are perhaps best known for their Tritium 
self-illuminated night sights. I lowever they produce much 
more than just fancy iron sights. They also design and 
manufacture electro-optical sights and devices, uncooled 
thermal weapon sights, night vision devices and sights, 
laser rangefinders and tire control systems. Their prod- 
ucts are fully certified to ISO-900 1:2008, complying with 
NATO and US military specifications and International 
MIL Standards.

Meprolight is a recognized leader 
in tritium night sights and are known for 
their Mepro 21, a day/nighl illuminated reflex 
sight. This opltc is currently standard issue with the IDF. 
so it is a professional piece of military equipment. The 
reticle is illuminated by fiber optic/Tritium. As it requires 
no batteries or outside electrical power source ii appeals 
to many who prefer simple solutions. In many respects it 
is rather old school, and it lacks any bells or whistles. I 
feel the Mepro 21 has a few disadvantages, particularly a 
dimly illuminated aiming point which can be very hard to 
see in certain light conditions. 

Mepro MOR 

The Mepro MOR was developed by Meprolight at the 
request of the IDF as a replacement for the MARS. As 
such it shares some features with the MARS and is an 
umnagnified optic providing a true ix.The Mepro MOR 
is approximately 5.8 inches long, 2.3 inches wide and 2.8 
inches tall. It weighs a hefty 15.8 ounces. To allow rapid 
installation/removal it features a dual throw lever mount- 
ing system, which adds some weight. The foundation of 
the sight is a robust polymer body. The advanced polymer 
material used in the construction of the MOR makes it 
scratch and shock resistant in addition to beina submers- 

•s- 

ible in water. The protected 30mm lens is coated and dis- 
plays a noticeable greenish blue tint in the Held of view. 
The objective side displays a mirror coating. 

What is noteworthy about the Mepro MOR is how it 
is powered. The reticle is illuminated by three sources, 
fiber optics, tritium and a battery power supply. When 
sufficient ambient light is available the aiming point is 
illuminated by a fiber optic collector system. In situa- 
tions where there is little or no ambient light available.

the aiming point is illuminated by a tiny tritium lamp. 
In gaseous form, tritium (Hydrogen-3) is a radioactive 
material which does not require a power source. The 
tritium illumination is wa nan tied for 10 years and it 
should remain usable for 13-14 years. Transitioning 
between fiber optics and Tritium is automatic with no 
time delay and no switches or levers to move or adjust. 
If the rifleman desires a brighter reticle than either the 
fiber optic collector or tritium lamp can provide, he can 
activate a powered LED enhancer. The Mepro MOR 
is intended to allow a rifleman to engage targets dur- 
ing the day using the liber optic system and at night, or 
with night vision, with the tritium lamp. No batteries 
required. If he desires a brighter aiming point he can 
switch to battery power. 

The Mepro MOR features two separate and sealed 
storage compartments at the front of the body. Each one

accepts a 1.5-volt AA battery. It should be noted that the 
Mepro MOR’s power system was designed with Murphy 
in mind. Basically while it has two battery compartments 
and accepts two AA batteries, it will run off a single AA 
from either battery compartment. If one battery dies or 
fails, the Mepro MOR automatically switches to the sec- 
ond battery. Power is controlled by a lever on the left side 
of the unit. All the way forward is OFF, followed by three 
levels of intensity for the reticle, visible laser and IR laser. 
Two reticles are currently ottered, a 4.3 MOA dot or a 
bulls eye that features a dot inside of a segmented circle. 
Rather than being the conventional red color normally 
associated with red dot sights, the Mepro MOR's reticle 
is actually yellow. 

As the Mepro MOR was developed for modern infan- 
try use, it offers more than just a lx reflex sight. The de- 
sign also incorporates an integral visible laser built into 
the polymer body. Plus, it is also available with not only 
the visible laser but also an JR laser for use with night 
vision devices. So in one unit a rifleman can have a lx 
reflex sight, visible aiming laser and 1R aiming laser. No 
separate items need to be added to his rifle. Power wise, 
my sample was marked Class 3R laser product <5mW 
at 650 nm. The lasers are controlled by a non-removable 
tethered pressure switch jutting from the front of the 
body. This can be mounted to the handguard of an AR- 
! 5 or other rifle, but is designed to lit inside the Tavor’s 
handguard. The favor's handguard features a special 
button cutout for concealment of the tether cable and 
allows for flush mounting the switch on the left side of 
the front handguard. 

While you would not expect it. zeroing the sight and 
both lasers is very simple. The windage and elevation 
adjusters are located at the rear ol the body. To prevent 


damage they are recessed to prevent them 
from catching on anything. They feature 
one large slot to allow their adjustment using 
a coin, cartridge case or flat head screwdriver. 
Each click moves the point of impact .5 Mil at 
100 meters. Please note the adjusters move not 
only the reticle, but also the visible and IR laser simul- 
taneously, So, rather than having to monotonously zero 
each separately, they all feature a centralized control. 
This greatly simplifies zeroing the sight. 

How well does the Mepro MORs three types of 
reticle illumination perform? Let's start with the liber 
optics. Standing outside in bright daylight with the bat- 
tery power switched off, you will find your reticle clearly 
illuminated. However, different lighting situations can 
be problematic. Remember with the battery off, it op- 
erates by either gathering ambient light through fiber 
optics or by illuminating the reticle via a tritium lamp 
if no light is available. Keep in mind the tritium lamp 
is only bright enough to faintly illuminate the reticle in 
low light conditions. 

What does this mean? In situations where the sight is 
in a dark environment and the target is in a bright envi- 
ronment the reticle can be very difficult to discern. Such a 
situation would be if the sight was located indoors and the 
target was outside in bright daylight, such as shooting out 
a window or doorway. Another scenario would be if the 
sight was located in the dark and the target was brightly 
illuminated by a weapons light (like in a dark hallway at 
night). If you spend time with the Mepro MOR you will 
encounter situations where you are hard pressed to discern 
the reticle with the battery turned oil. This is not confined 
to the Mepro MOR alone but is endemic to all sights that 
rely on fiber optics and tritium for illumination. Unlike 
most other designs, with the Mepro MOR you simply flip 
a switch and swap to the battery powered LED. With the 
LED on the reticle is bright and easy to see with three dif- 
ferent intensity levels. 

The Mepro MOR sample 1 tested came fitted with 
their bull’s eye reticle. Inside 100 meters the bullseye 
reticle worked well. It works especially well inside 25m 



and on moving targets due to its size. It's quite big and 
really stands out with the battery powered LED on. Past 
100 meters though 1 felt it blocked loo much of the tar- 
gel. Due to its size it’s difficult to be precise at distance 
and frankly not to my liking. 1 would prefer a simple 
dot. which they also offer. Remember though, there is a 
reason for the size of this reticle. The strongpoint of the 
bullseye reticle is its large enough to still discern when the 
illumination is faint, and it s quick to pick up at speed 
when the distances are dose. 

I found the Mepro MOR to be on the large side, and 
heavy, Also be aware the Mepro MOR sits too high on an 
AR 1 5 for an effective co-witness with the iron sights. The 
tops of the iron sights arc barely visible above bottom of 
the lens. However the lasers worked well and add signifi- 
cantly to the capabilities of this unit. Properly utilized, 
an IR laser teamed with a night vision monocular can 
be extremely effective at night. The downside is the lasers 
also add to the price of the unit. The MSRP lor the sight 
with visible laser is $1,285.70 while the model with vis- 
ible and IR laser retails for $1,660. 10. That’s a big chunk 
ol' change until you consider how much a separate mili- 
tary grade weapon mounted visible/IR laser device costs. 
If you look at it in that light the Mepro MOR doesn't 

seem quite so expensive. All in all I 
liked the Mepro MOR. While not 
perfect, it’s simple to use.

OBAMA TO IMPOSE HIS WILL ON GUN OWNERS 



As of this writing, President Obama is ramping up his rhetoric on guns and becoming even more transparent 
in his disdain for them. Early in January, in a speech that appealed more to the emotions than logic, Obama laid 
out plans to expand background checks and make buying and selling guns between law-abiding citizens more 
difficult. He called for those “in the business” of selling guns to require a check for prospective buyers, This could 

be as far-reaching as a widow wanting to sell her 
late husband's deer rifle to a neighbor, which is 
lunacy. The FBI will also hire 230 more examiners to 
process background checks.

Late last year, Smith & Wesson got into hot water 
when it announced a lawsuit against Apex Tactical 
and other companies, most notably Brownell’s, for 
their collaboration on a M&P pistol that was modified 
to showcase the “Brownell’s Dream Gun" that the five 
companies in question had put together. After word 
of the suit came to light, the gun-buying public threw 
a collective fit and many let Smith & Wesson know of 
their outrage. In the suit, Smith & Wesson demanded 
that Apex et al not ever showcase the pistol, cease 
sales of modified S&W guns and — here’s the kicker- 
turn over all inventory of modified guns (“infringing 
product”) to S&W. 

This was seen as S&W bullying small companies 
and infringing upon the free market. Due in no small 
part to the outrage from the public, S&W has since 
retracted its suit and issued a “my bad" statement 
that basically says the whole thing was a misunder- 
standing. Support for Apex and the other companies 
involved has skyrocketed since the debacle.

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—IT’S ABOUT MORE THAN THE GUN

Editor’s note: The Firearms News Survival Shooting Series intends 
to aid our readers to establish or improve their self-defense capability 
and tactical shooting proficiency with (heir firearms. We'll take you 
from A to Z and cover all or most of the bases for handgun, rifle, and 
shotgun, with a natural progression of topics to include techniques, 
tactics, and the training that you need to master them. 


I nstructor John Peterson discusses as the next installment in this 
Series, what can happen in a real gunfighl and what you may 
want to consider when choosing a self-defense firearm. Before 
heading to the websites or store to make your next purchase, let's 
look at what you need to know. 

Whether primarily for sporting purposes or sell -defense, most 
all of you must have given some thought as to how suitable your 
firearm(s) are for a situation where you may have to fight for your life. 
Though many may rely on the brand, model, manufacturer’s reputa- 
tion and of course, the expertise of gun writers, instructors, online 
groups, and knowing friends to help make our purchasing decisions, 
there are some additional factors to consider in a purchase that may 
have an impact on your success and survival if you have to go toe-to- 
loe with an assailant. A life and death situation. A gunfighl. 

Though many lives have been saved with a simple pi in k i ns or 
sporting firearm, this is not something that you can let go to chance. 
Each year, more than 2 million of bur fellow citizens find themselves 
in a life-or-death situation where there is defensive firearms use. 
Most of these are resolved by presenting drawing, but not discharg- 
ing. their firearm. Add to this the rise of mass shootings, to include 
terrorist attacks. Many of these potential assailants will have train- 
ing and/or be heavily armed. And more of the “good guys." mindful 
of all of this and that it could be a possibility, are deciding to either 
buy a rifle, shotgun, or handgun or upgrade what they have. 

Upon reading this, then please ask yourself: does my firearm's 
design, ammunition & accessories, added to my proficiency and 
survival mindset . all have what it takes to ensure that I survive and 
win in a gunfighl? 

Before heading to the websites or store to make your next 
purchase, let's look at what you need to know and consider. The 
most accomplished and high risk organizations in law enforcement 
and the military study what is written about here. Armed confronta- 
lions are nothing like the easy day at the range during a sight in or 
plinking. and many have found it to be quite a horrific, life-changing 
event. We’ll give you a breakdown of what you might face. 


Dynamics of a gunfight— variables that you should expect 
to face in an armed confrontation 

TIME: It could be quick. Most gunfights begin and 
end in a matter of seconds 

DISTANCE: It could be close. The majority of armed 
encounters {and fatalities of victims) occurred within 
12 yards, with most of those within 6 feet. Your fire-

5®" COVER: Most people who are shot, are shot in the 
open and standing still. That should have an impact on 
your training for an event. Learn how to quickly use 
and select cover, with or without a firearm. 


5®“ LIGHT: In the dark of night. A Large percentage of 
violent crimes occur in low light conditions, or those 
where there might not be sufficient light to determine 
what the threat is. such as seeing whether or not an 
intruder is armed. This means having a means to aim 
and get a sight picture to get those rounds on target. 
Will you be able to even see the particular sights that 
you have chosen for your firearm? But before that, 
and because we must be justified in our decision, 
that also means having high powered, hand-held or 
weapon-mounted tactical light to assist in making 
proper threat identification. At least carry a high inten- 
sity tactical flashlight of 100 lumens output or more. 



As you’ll read throughout this series, training is paramount to 
being truly prepared tor an armed encounter. 


5®* WOLFPACKS: Up to half of all attacks on persons, to 
include carjackings and terrorist attacks, involve two 
or more attackers. This may mean having a firearm 
that can move to and fire quickly enough for not just 
multiple bad guys coming at you. 

WHERE FROM: The assailants may come from multi- 
ple directions, and/or angles, and at different times, i wo 
of the most famous killings of master gunfighiers took 
place from behind them. Assailants could try to out- 
flank you, or an additional attacker may be a lookout or 
hiding somewhere. Especially in an urban environment, 
they could appear from above, below, or behind you 
and from concealed locations. Some home invasions 
typically involve teams with individual responsibilities 
and locations. Making it worse, they may present differ- 
ent levels of force and threat. An example would be the 
initial actor using a ruse or other trickery to get close 
to you. another with a blunt instrument such as a base- 
ball bat or piece of metal pipe, while further away is the 
one with a lethal weapon. This means that you have to 
have a defensive firearms package that can help you to 
quickly identity and move quickly to engage (or not) 
these persons in rapid order. /Cont. to page mi

AND SENSA- 
TIONS: Muzzle flashes and the sound of weapons 
firing without hearing protection, especially in a dark- 
ened or enclosed environment, physical pain of being 
already shot or injured, the screams of wounded vic- 
tims, and the exertion of a physical confrontation or 
running gun battle can be challenging to deal with at 
the least, and overwhelming at worst. 

THE RANGE 1 EELS NOTHING LIKE THE 
REAL DEAL: In addition to the gunfight variables 
listed above, there is a dramatic difference between 


how we may act when at a non-threatening shooting 
range versus a life-and-death situation. From birth, we 
are equipped with certain capabilities that hard-wire 
us for survival, as well as possible reactions when we 
run into a fieht-or-flieht situation. Some of these can 


be good lor us, and harnessed to our advantage, while 
others can impede us from dealing with an armed con- 
frontation. Some of these can be extremely costlv if 
you are not aware of them. It is essential to not just 
know these, but also consider how they will have an 
elTect on your firearms design and ability to use it.

CHANGE OVER TIME 


By Tom Gaylord 


They Don’t Make 'Em Like They Used To 

Ain't that the truth? Nothing is the same anymore. Usually when 
people talk about this subject they only remember the good things 
from the past and focus on the things of today that they don't 
like. In the airgun category they remember blued steel and walnut 
stocks. They remember airguns that were made the same way fire- 
arms were made, and that they both looked and fell the same. 

But a lot of facts are edited out. 

Before 1970, an airgun t hat could achieve 800 feet per 
second ftps) velocity was considered a magnum. Today, 
the same gun would be a youth model, or at best an adult 
plinker. Today's airguns top 1.000 fps regularly. The fastest 
exceed 1 ,400 fps. 

Prior to 1990. 50 yards was considered the maximum 
distance an airgun could shoot with accuracy, and even 
then they could not keep 10 shots in a group of less than 
about two inches. Today there are airguns that will put 10 
pellets in 3/8 inch at 50 yards and less than one inch at 100 
yards. Airgunners today are shooting to 200, 300 and even 


aras. 


Are Today’s Airguns Better? 

We have powerpiants today that eclipse the best guns 
of 50 years ago. and today's pellets will make even the old 
guns more accurate — to say nothing of what they will do 
in a modern platform. 

The traditionalist insists that a modern airgun is no 
good because its metal is matte black or even painted. To- 
day’s stocks are cither made from nondescript hardwood 
with no grain or worse — synthetics. Compared Lo the 
best guns of the past, the modern guns suffer. 

So. who is right? Are today's airguns better, or have 
we passed through the Golden Age on our way to trac- 
er burnout? And what things need to change, to return 
to what people believe was the best? 

Several factors drive change. These are listed in no 
particular order and their significance increases or de- 
creases with changing circumstances. 

1. Technology— Back Then 

The first change driver is technology. Airguns of the 
past were made on manual production machinery 
like lathes and mills. They were designed to suit that 
machinery. Tolerances were held as close as possible 
without spending too much time so costs didn’t rise 
too high. Labor was cheap in comparison to the 
large capital expenditures needed for production 
machinery. And the time it look to set up those 
machines to run a job was time they weren’t pro 
ducing. so designs took that into account. 

What resulted were designs that changed very 
little over time, Airguns shared jCmt. tophi' 63 j

And because these ma- 
chines left rough surfaces with tool marks, a lot more hand finishing 
was done. 

The tolerances held by the machines tended to change over time 
as their cutting tools wore out. So, hand fitting was necessary to 
assemble the guns. The person doing the assembly was also helping 
check for finish flaws, which improved the final result. 

Both wood and steel finishes have evolved greatly with time. In 
the past, bluing which usually meant applying a process called 
black oxide — was the number one way to finish steel. This finish is 
thin, tough and tends to show any marks left on the metal, so more 
hand finishing was done to correct it. 

Wood finishes of the past were those that had existed for hun- 
dreds of years. They were oil-based and soaked into the wood grain 
where they achieved good depth. 


Technology— Now 

Today we have single machines that can do many times more 
machining jobs on a part than in the past. They are driven by com- 
puters. so changing the design during production doesn't impact 
the schedule like it once did. Software does the changing and once 
the tools are loaded and the system is checked, the computer takes 
over. I hese same machines can change their tooling automatically 
when they detecL wear, so the tolerances they maintain are much 
closer than in the past. Far less hand fitting is required during as- 
sembly. in fact less human involvement of any kind is necessary. 

Hand finishing is becoming a thing of the past, fhe tools of to- 
day leave smoother finishes than in the past and automated finishing 
processes take over from there. Of course Lhe mirror finish on 
steel is no longer achieved, but lhe material is often a metal 
other than steel anyway. And the finishes that are applied are 
in-step with the rest of the manufacturing processes. 

Wood finishes are now sprayed on in topical coats. Or the 
stocks are dipped in special vats containing the finish. 

Modern manufacturing uses materials like aluminum and 
engineering plastics in applications where they are best suit- 
ed. Many times shooters complain, but if they look at law 
enforcement and military firearms, they have been moving 
in the same direction for decades. This is a fact of life in the 
2 1st century. And it's always possible to gel a job done by 
hand using Lire classic materials, but the price is steep, Little 
i ed wagons are not often made of steel anymore! 

Molybdenum disulfide, or rnoly for short, is a high- 
tech lubricant that reduces friction and adheres to the 
material it’s applied to. It has been the lubricant of 
choice for custom tuners for decades. Now we are start- 
ing to sec manufacturers use it on their new guns. 

Buna O-rings have been used to seal C'0 2 guns since 
they were first introduced in the 1940s. Today we see 
manufacturers looking at more advanced materials for 
their dynamic seals like O-rings. Tilings like d urometer 
ratings of O-rings and other seal materials that were 
once just a specification are now being applied to make 
modern gas guns virtually leak-proof, 

2. Understanding the Principles— Back Then 

As time passed, our understanding of how airguns 
function has increased. In the past manufacturers were 
content just to get airguns to work. Guns that didn't 
leak when fired and guns that were both safe and 
reliable were the goal. Velocity and accuracy were 
secondary in the past. 

Understanding the Principles— Now 

Today we know much more about what makes 
an airgun work than ever before. We know that 
a piston with a long stroke will generate greater 
power than one that is shorter. We understand 
that Lhe tightness of lit al the breech of a break- 
barrel spring rifle is paramount / Coni, to pttge ()4 j

{c»m. pom page 63 j to accuracy, We understand that the til of ihe pis- 
ton seal to the compression chamber, and the size and length of the 
air transfer port have a huge impact on how an airgun performs. 
And that’s just the beginning. 

We now know how to remove almost all of the wasteful vibra- 
tion of a spring gun powerplant turning it into more power with 
a smoother shot cycle as a benefit. Twenty years ago things like 
tight-fitting spring guides and buttoned pistons were the bread and 
butter of custom tuners, but today we see them being builL right 
into the airguns at the factory! What’s more — modern manufac- 
turers are using advanced materials to enhance the products they 
make. 

And pneumatic guns are taking off like a rocket —pardon the 
pun! Things as simple as barrel length are now understood to 
boost power in guns with no additional investment or changes. 
Valve timing, de-bounce devices (to let the valve stay closed when 
the gun fires) and balanced striker springs to lower fill pressures are 
all advancing the world of tire pneumatic airgun. Yes, technology 
has advanced the modern airgun greatly. 

3. Company Staff and Leadership 

— Back Then 

In the past airgun companies had workers who spent their entire 
lives with the same company. They were lead by managers who 
emerged from the same workforce. To say the people in such com- 
panies lived and breathed airguns is not an exaggeration. 


Company Staff and Leadership— Now 

Today’s companies are often stalled with pro- 
fessional businessmen and women. They under- 
stand the financial side of the operation quite 
well, but often they are not shooters and do not 
understand nor use die products they make. 
Consequently business decisions are made using 
only the information they do understand — cre- 
ating a company that's run by a spreadsheet. 

Workers are very transient today. Often 
they don't come from the same industry and 
are trained on the job by those who preceded 
them -the blind leading ihe blind. 

Boards of directors are only interested in the 
bottom line — not in the future health of the 
company. They press for and often get short- 
term solutions. Success tin is year may end a 
100-year-old company next year. 

A few airgun companies are staffed with 
people who truly understand and appreciate 
airguns. These are the companies that bring 
the lion’s share of innovation to market. 

4, Market Trends— Then and Now 

You might think that the consumer die- 
tales what comes to market, and if we were 
talking about cars, movies or television pro- 
grams you'd be right. But the airgun mar- 
ket is so narrow, even within the shooting 
sports, that customers are often 
the last people to be heard. For- 
tunately there is a strong base of 
boutique makers at the grass- 
roots level who turn out the guns 
and products they know serious 
airgunners want. Smart compa- 
nies spend time on the chat forums, 
looking at what's being discussed. 

But the chat forums are home to less 

than one percent of all the airgun 
buyers. [Cant to page 65 J

You will notice I’m discussing this topic all together — no past 
and present. That’s because little has changed in the world of air- 
gun consumers for the past 100 years. Accuracy has been displaced 
by velocity as the primary sales feature, but that is because of the 
low cost of a chronograph. And the paramilitary look is in, not be- 
cause buyers want it as much as it's one of the few things a modern 
staffer with no shooting experience identifies with. If it looks like 
a gun to them, they reason, it must be right. And most of the time, 
they are right, because buyers often know as little about guns as 
the staff members. 


Summary 

1 have told you a lot about how and why modern airguns got to 
be the way that thev are. In several cases I haven’t said what can be 
done about it. fhal's because this is a hard market to understand 
and an even harder one to crack. At least now you have some in- 
sight into why “they’’ don’t always do the things you think they 
should.

THE EDITOR’S VIEW 



T he saying, as 1 loosely recall it, “there's no faith like that of the 
new believer” applies to more than just religion. Think about 
it. Polks who have been involved in something their whole life 
might take whatever it is for granted, or worse, become bored or dis- 
interested in it. Oftentimes the most fanatical followers of anything 
are those who found it later in life. Such is the case with me and guns; 
1 was “born again" at the gun show circuit some years ago. 

The closest thing I had to a firearm when I was a kid was a C’ros- 
man Puinpmaster 760 BB gun that was kept at my grandmother’s 
house. Every time my family would go to visit. I’d go find it as 
quickly as possible. At the first opportunity I’d gather up empty 
soda cans, hang them from tree branches in the backyard and com- 
mence to perforating them as thoroughly as possible. During one 
summer visit the gun was gone. 1 was beyond bummed. But like a 
chigger. the gun bug was under my skin. 

After that, the next gun I encountered was (he first one I purchased, 
a Smith & Wesson SW40VE that I bought at a gun show' in Orlando 
when 1 was attending the University of Central Florida. It took the 
proverbial John Deere to pull that trigger and the recoil hit hard lor a 
beginner, but that didn't matter; I was shooting a real gun. 

From there, ( spent most of my expendable income on ammu- 
nition and accessories until i realized there was a world of guns 
out there, each with a different purpose. I bought a Roger 22/45, 
an SKS (from the then Shotgun News) and of all things a Taurus 
Tracker in .44 Magnum, a gun I’ve since sold and regretted doing so 
dearly. 1 quickly became known as a "gun guy" among my friends, 
which was a title I en joyed. Not long after, I got into reloading and 
joined a gun club as i bought more and more guns, each with an 
intended purpose. I shot trap and metallic silhouette religiously 
Some guns 1 bought and purposely sold to help pay bills, or more 
likely, buy a different gun. Eventually 1 got a Weatherby Vanguard 
in .300 Win Mag for deer hunting. Right about then I had begun 
building AR-15s for myself and others (not as a dealer/manufaeturer, 
simply assembling) and had several accurate ,223s, so I reasoned 
that ! ought to go to the other end of the power spectrum and went 
whole-host with the .300. For the record. 1 haven’t regretted it since. 
I’ve dropped plenty of deer with that Weatherby. 

I relate all of this to illustrate that my passion for all kinds of 
firearms hasn't waned yet. I got in the game late, so to speak, so I 
feel like 1 have to make up for lost time. The books I read anymore 
are about guns, the websites I visit are all about guns, and much 
of my free time is taken up with gun-related hobbies, most often 
hunting. 

If you’ve become jaded or bored with shooting, perhaps it's time 
you find a new discipline. If you’ve been a trap shooter for a while 
but find excuses for not making it to matches, perhaps you ought 
to give silhouette a try. If you’ve never done one of the run-and- 
gun disciplines, they're gaining in popularity every day and are a 
hoot. Plus, finding a new passion might give you a reason to buy a 
quality AR, shotgun or pistol, or perhaps all three if you opt into 
3-gun competitions. 

Whatever your abilities or limitations are. there’s a shooting 
sport for you. All it takes is a little initiative and you can easily be 
“born again” in gunpowder and lead, much like I was. E3

(October 20, 2015) The Federal I C ourt 
of Appeals for Lhe Second Circuit has 
once again come down with a shameful 
ruling based on selective interpretation 
of the Supreme Court's narrow rulings 
in Heller and McDonald, hi this latest 
abomination from the courts, the three- 
judge panel concluded that New York 
and Connecticut's laws banning virtually 
all semi -auto rifles as “assault weapons" 
and banning all "liigh-capacity" 
magazines, do indeed ‘"burden' 7 and 
infringe on citizens' rights under the 
Second Amendment, but they go on to 
conclude that the states' “compelling 
governmental interest in public safety 
and crime prevention” carry greater 
weight than individuals’ rights to self- 
defense — in spile of the fact that “assault 
weapons" arc rarely used in crime* 
and laws restricting them and “high- 
capacity 71 magazines have proven useless 
in practical application Conspicuously 
missing front the court s reasoning was 
any reference lo lhe militia or to the 
previous, primary Supreme Court ruling 
on the Second Amendment. US u Miller, 

In MtUer, the Court commented 
that this militia relationship had to be 
considered in any judgement regarding 
the right to arms. They went on to 
conclude that, since they weren't aware 
of a short- barreled shotgun being a 
normal part of militia equipment, that 
such an arm was not protected under the 
Second Amendment. 

For almost 60 years alter the 1939 
Milter decision, lower courts misused the 
“militia" comment to mean that the right 
to arms only applied to people actively 
enrolled in a government- sanctioned 
militia. Had that been the Justices intent* 
Miller’s claim would have been rejected 
because he was not a militia member. 
Instead, his claim was rejected because 
his gun* a sawed-off shotgun, was 
not recognized by them as a common 
military weapon, 

By focusing on self-defense* the 
Heller decision didn’t negate the A filler 
decision. On the contrary, it expanded it. 
Miller addressed the Second Amendment 
from the perspective of lhe people’s 
ability to effectively participate in 
the militia if called upon to do so. and 
specifically addressed rite types of 
arms protected for that purpose. Heller 
recognized that the right extends beyond 
militia purposes to include the right to 
arms for self-defense. For any court to 
rely solely on one of these decisions 
without any consideration fur the other is 
an outrage, but courts are now ruling as 
if Miller had been completely repudiated. 
It was not. 

It should be understood that only 
the Supreme Court has lhe authority to 
interpret the Constitution. Lower courts 
arc required to rale based on established 
precedents and principles set by Supreme 


COURT 


Court decisions. Further* the Supreme 
Court itself is heavily bound by its own 
precedent under a doctrine known as 
stare decisis, a Latin term meaning “lhe 
decision stands." Rulings made by the 
Court in the 1700s and 1800 s are still 
in effect and binding upon the Supreme 
Court and all lower courts* unless the 
Supreme Court specifically revisits 
the issue and reverses or modifies that 
previous decision. That is something 
Lhat almost never happens. Instead, the 
Supreme Court goes through elaborate 
legal gymnastics to work around 
conflicting precedents, and the lower 
courts do the same thing. Only the 
Supreme Court can ultimately decide 
whether the lower court contortions 
are acceptable, but there is nothing 
to compel them to accept a case for 
review, Q\ lt the past few years there 
have been numerous cases regarding 
Second Amendment issues that have 
been ap peal ed t o th e S u prei n e C ourt w it h 
conflicting rulings from lower courts* but 
the Sup rentes have doggedly refused to 
take up those cases. 

The decision to review a case requires 
only lhe agreement of 4 of the 9 Justices 
The Court's refusal to hear Second 
Amendment cases probably rises from 
lhe fact that the Court is evenly divided 
on Second Amendment issues. The wild 
card is Justice Kennedy. He voted in 
favor of both Heifer and McDonald, but 
it was clear that he had reservations. It 
is very likely that Kennedy is refusing to 
make clear his position on recent cases, 
leaving both sides wondering where he 
would come down, and leaving neither 
side with enough confidence to push 
forward with a hearing on these cases. 

As I have pointed out several times 
before, several members of the Court are 
likely to relire sometime soon. Justice 
Ginsburg is the oldest at 82 and in frail 
health. Next oldest are Kennedy and 
Scaba, who will both turn 80 in 2016, 
Of the three eldest members. Sealift's 
view is reliably conservative* Ginsburg 
is reliably liberal, and Kennedy is the 
perpetual swing Justice* whose votes 
decided both Heller anti McDonald, 
Odds are increasingly good that lime 
will catch up with at least one of these 
three, and possibly one or two more 
within the next four years* The balance 
of the Supreme Court is at stake in the 
coming Presidential election* and in the 
Senate elections where the next Justices 
will be confirmed. It's up lo Gun Voters to 
see that decisions like this latest Second 
Circuit outrage do not stand, and that 
Heller and McDonald are not washed 
away in a political tide.
